James Henry Brooks was born January 
12, 1850, in Talbot county, Georgia; and died 
April 29, 1886, in La Veta, Colorado. He was 
•converted when sixteen years of age. For 
^awhile he engaged in mercantile business, and 
■then for several years in teaching. He re- 



ceived license to preach January 30, 1882, and 
was a supply on the Hillsboro Circuit, North 
Georgia Conference, in 1883; was admitted on 
trial into the North Georgia Conference De- 
cember, 1883, and sent to Morrow’s Station. 
In 1884 he was transferred to the Denver Con- 
ference and stationed at Las Vegas, New Mex- 
ico, where he had charge of both our church 
and the seminary until Conference in the fol- 
lowing July, when he was appointed to La 
Veta and Walsenburg. For several months 
before his death he was one of the editors of the 
Colorado Methodist. At the time of his death 
he was engaged in a revival at Walsenburg. 
On April 29 hie visited liis home at La Veta. 
He appeared to be in good health, but about 
3 p.m. he received a stroke of apoplexy. From 
this he recovered sufficiently to converse some, 
but received a second stroke from which lie 
died about nine o’clock that night. His wife 
and four little sons conveyed the remains back 
to Georgia, his native State. As a teacher, ed- 
itor, and preacher, he was earnest and faithful. 
His most marked success was in the direct work 
of the salvation of sinners. During his last 
months his success in revival work was indeed 
wonderful, being without a parallel in the his- 
tory of this Conference. Many souls remain as 
seals to his ministry. Many testimonies as to 
his worth and devotion come up from all the 
places where he labored in the bounds of this 
Conference. These testimonies are not con- 
fined to our own Church. The Baptist con- 
gregation and pastor at La Veta, among other 
things, say that in the death of Brother Brooks 
they have lost a good moral citizen, a noble 
Christian man, and an able co-worker for the 
salvation of souls. The Masonic lodge of La 
Veta testify to his “sterling character, liberal 
spirit, amiable disposition, and devotion to 
duty.” The call came suddenly, but found 
Brother Brooks in his Master’s loved employ, 
and showing the true devotion of a martyr.

his life, if God willed it, to save the people 
with whom he was then laboring so earnestly. 
The night before his death he had preached 
with unusual power. Truly he ceased at once 
to work and to live. "When he returned to con- 
sciousness after the first stroke, he said to his 
wife: “ My dear, 1 liked to have been in heaven, 
didn’t 1? What would you have done?” he 
asked, as, no longer careful about himself, his 
anxiety went out for his wife and children. 
“O bless the Lord!” were his last words; and 
thus he triumphantly went home, the third one 
of our Western band to fall.

he has served with acceptability and usefulness 
the most important of our districts, circuits, 
and stations. On three districts and in several 
other charges he was welcomed to a second term 
years after his first term had been successfully 
closed. His lively sermons, earnest exhor- 
tations, fervent prayers, sweet singing, and gen- 
tlemanly deportment, gave him the affections 
of people of all classes. To the lowly poor his 
voice often sounded like celestial music; while 
the intelligent, refined, and affluent were his 
most devoted friends. In calling sinners to 
repentance he was remarkably successful. His 
•vigilance and activity made him equally effi- 
oient in building up all the interests of the 
Church. In personal appearance Brother Mer- 
ritt was dignified and venerable. Tall, erect, 
graceful, with firm, elastic step, he could not fail 
to attract respectful attention even among crowd- 
ed thousands. His white hair, clear complex- 
ion, bright eve, and agreeable voice will not 
soon be forgotten. As the crowning blessing 
of our brother’s life we have yet to notice 
“domestic happiness, that only bliss of para- 
dise which has survived the fall.” On January 
6, 1823, at Winchester, Ivy., he was happily 
married to Miss Harriet Anderson, who still 
lives to lament the temporary loss of his cheer- 
ing presence. For more than fifty years this 
pious pair, without the slightest interruption of 
their wedded love, lived for each other, their 
Church, and their Saviour. The sympathies 
of thousands are extended to our dear sister in 
this great bereavement, and the grace of God is 
sufficient for her in this time of deep distress. 
Surely the choicest of angelic guards must be 
commissioned to protect such saintly women, 
the most precious of heaven’s priceless jewels. 
Death did not surprise our veteran brother. 
Though cheerful and active, he for several 
months knew that the time of his departure 
was at hand. With lively gratitude and joyful 
hope he waited until it should please his heaven- 
ly Father to crown a life full of tender mercies 
with a death of triumph and an inheritance of 
immortality.

William Marion Rush was born in Ma- 
rion county, Mo., about the year 1821. He 
was converted in his room on July 6, 1838, at 8 

P. M. ; joined the Church at Moriah Camp-ground, 
Lewis county, Mo., August 4, 1838- He was 
licensed to preach September 21, 1841, at Fox 
River Camp-ground, Clarke county, Mo., by 
William Patton, and received on trial in the 
Missouri Conference at Palmyra, Mo., in Octo- 
ber of the same year; ordained deacon by Bish- 
op Andrew' at Lexington, Mo., September, 1843;

stroyed one of his eyes. But his intellect seemed 
as clear as ever, and his faith firm and unwaver- 
ing. He said : “ I thought this morning how 
blessed it would be to be delivered from all this 
burden of pain and suffering and thrown into 
the light. I have no fear of death, but an in- 
tense longing for the hour of my deliverance to 
come. As I come nearer to the end I care less 
about what I have said or written on doctrine 
and other matters, and more about what actual 
work I have done for the Master." Jesse Bird 
was born in Pendleton county, Va., on the 24th 
of May, 1809. His mother was a Methodist, his 
father a member of no Church. He was the 
youngest of eight children — six boys and two 
girls. In the fall of 1819 the family moved 
from Virginia, and settled in Hardin county, 
Kentucky, about seven miles from Elizabeth- 
town, the county-seat. In the summer of 1821, 
during a severe illness, Jesse, then a boy of 
twelve years, was converted, and on the 19th 
of January following he joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. He was licensed to exhort 
in 1825 or 1826. On the 29th of February, 1825, 
he was married to Miss Laodicea Ray, of Wash- 
ington (now Marion) county, Kentucky, by the 
Rev. Horace Brown. On the loth of August, 
1829, he was licensed to preach by the Rev. Jon- 
athan Stamper, of the Kentucky Conference. 
Of the fifty-six years of Brother Bird’s ministe- 
rial life, twenty-four were passed in the office of 
local preacher. In the fall of 1853 he was ad- 
mitted on trial into the Kentucky Conference. 
His first appointment was to the Madison Cir- 
cuit, which he served two years. He was next 
appointed presiding elder of the Ilarrodsburg 
District as the successor of Dr. T. N. Ralston. 
At the close/>f his second year on this district 
he was transferred to the Missouri Conference, 
reaching this State October 5, 1857, and was 
placed in chargeof Fillmore High School, in An- 
drew county. In 1858 he had charge of Platts- 
burg High School. From 1859 to 1861 he was 
on the Weston District. In 1861 he was ap- 
pointed to the St. Joseph District. Those were 
stormy times in Missouri, especially to South- 
ern Methodist preachers, and after having made 
one round and a half on his district, Brother 
Bird was arrested by the military authorities, 
forbidden to preach, and banished from the State ; 
and not being able to get out, lie was variously 
interrupted until the close of the war. He lo- 
cated in 1864, and was readmitted in 1866. His 
next appointment was to the Plattsburg Circuit, 
where he remained two years; then one year 
on the Plattsburg District, and the succeeding 
year on the Liberty Circuit; and then, broken 
down in health, he was placed on the supernu- 
merary list for one year. In 1871 he was sta- 
tioned at Nebraska City; in 1872, at Weston; 
in 1873, on the Haynesville Circuit; thence to 
Cottleville; thence to Wentzville. In 1876 he 
again located, but was readmitted the next year, 
and stationed at Plattsburg, where he remained 
until September, 1878. At the Conference that 
fall he was placed on the superannuated list. 



In 1879 he again took work, and was appointed 
to the Forest City Circuit, which he served for 
one year, being again superannuated at the next 
Conference. At the session of the Conference 
in Moberly, 1881, he again became effective, 
and was appointed to the Savannah Circuit, the 
last work he ever served. Previous to this a 
slight sore had appeared on the side of his nose, 
which during this year developed into an eat- 
ing cancer. By the close of the year he was en- 
tirely unfitted for work, and was superannuated, 
which relation he sustained at the time of his 
death. After three years of suffering he suc- 
cumbed to the terrible malady, being tenderly 
cared for by his children, whose love and atten- 
tion soothed his last days. December 14. 1876, 
when he thought he was near death, Brother 
Bird wrote: “1 am suffering with a deep-seated 
cold, from which it is very doubtful if I ever re- 
cover. I think my sun of life will soon set. 
The night will not be long. There is light be- 
yond the vale. I believe in God the Father, 
and the Son, and the Holy Ghost. My hope of 
immortality rests on my faith in Christ. I 
have been a member of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church in the South lor nearly fiity-five 
years — a preacher over forty-seven years; have 
preached, perhaps, six thousand times; have 
taken many hundreds into the Church; have 
received but little pay; but depend on nothing 
I have ever done to save me. My trust is in 
the blood of the Lamb." Brother Bird was a 
clear, logical, and convincing preacher His 
preaching was largely doctrinal, and in this de- 
partment of homiletics lie had few equals in the 
North-west. He was a born polemic, and was 
never so delighted as when he found a foeman 
worthy of his steel. He held a number of de- 
bates, and never came out second best. lie al- 
ways enjoyed in the highest degree the confi- 
dence and respect of his brethren in the minis- 
try, and was for twenty-five years one of the 
leading features at the sessions of the Missouri 
Conference. Brother Bird made one remarka- 
ble statement to me, which he wished repeated 
for the benefit of the younger preachers. It 
was that in the fifty-six years of his ministerial 
life he had never missed but ten appointments. 
During his ministry he traveled more than ten 
thousand miles on horseback and received over 
two thousand into the Church. Abundant in 
labors, fruitful in his ministry, devoted to his 
Church, faithful unto death, he has gone to re- 
ceive his ciown. “Blessed are the dead which 
die in the Lord from henceforth : Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their labors; and 
their works do follow them."

Charles F. Quelmalz, the subject of this 
memoir, was born at Dresden, Saxony, Septem- 
ber 24, 1823, and came to the United States in 
the year 1834. The time of his conversion is un- 
known to us, but of the fact there can be no 
doubt. “ By their fruits ye shall know them,” 
and the fruits of a consecrated life bore testimo- 
ny to Ins having “passed from death unto life.” 
He was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of the Twelfth Street Church, Louis- 
ville, Ivy., July 4, 1853; ordained deacon by 
Bishop Early at Jackson, Tenn., October 19, 
1856, and elder by Bishop Paine at Macon, Miss., 
November 24, 1858. As a local elder he came 
to Missouri in 1870, and settled at Doniphan, 
Ripley County. Prior to this he had been in 
the traveling connection, but as to the time 
when admitted and work done your committee 
has no information. At the session of the St. 
Louis Conference in 1875 he was re-admitted 
and appointed to Patterson Circuit. The next 
year he traveled the Doniphan Circuit. In the 
fall of 1877 he was transferred to the German 
Mission Conference; the following year he re- 
turned to Missouri, and was again appointed to 
the Doniphan Circuit. His health tailing, the 
Conference in 1879 granted him a superannu- 
ate relation, which he sustained till his release 
came. He died at his home in Doniphan, July 
23, 1886. Our departed brother was above the 
average in ability, but his preaching in English 
was somewhat affected by his foreign accent; in 
German it was otherwise. It was in prayer only 
that his accent was almost lost, and with pathos 
and power he wielded this weapon of our war- 
fare to the edification of saints and the convic- 
tion of sinners. Rising to heights of eloquence 
almost sublime, his petitions bore witness to the 
closeness of his communion with God. With- 
out a cloud upon his skv, or a shadow of distrust 
or fear, he fell asleep trustingly as a babe upon 
its mother’s bosom. He sleeps well. “ Blessed 
are the dead which die in the Lord.”

Thomas M. Penick, after a long and event- 
ful life, has gone to his rest. He was born in 
Jessamine County, Ky., May 30, 1814, and 
died in South Carrollton, Ky., September 24, 
1885. In early life he made a profession of 
religion and joined the Methodist Church, and 
in young manhood went to seek his fortune in 
the far-off land of Texas. Thousands of rough 
and wicked men, as well as many good men v 
had entered the land of the “Lone Star,” and it 
was to many a curious sight when young Penick 
and one associate read their Bible-lessons and 
knelt in prayer, while other messmates were 
swearing, gambling, and carousing. Brother 
Penick was of ardent and fiery temperament 
and as brave as a hero. He was fighting In- 
dians with the Texans, and then in the rebellion 
against Mexico, most of the time that he re- 
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mained in that Southland. Here he was mar- 
ried to Miss Eliza Moore, with whom he re- 
turned to Kentucky; but in the bloom and beau- 
ty of her young womanhood she failed in health 
of mind and body, and died, leaving him and 
her motherless children under the shadow of 
a great sorrow. He afterward married Miss 
Mary J. Barnes, of Princeton, Ivy., who lived 
only a few short months, and he was left again 
with a crushed and broken spirit. In the mean- 
time he had yielded to his convictions that he 
ought to preach the gospel, and was duly li- 
censed, and was received on trial into the Louis- 
ville Conference at Elkton, in 1851. With full 
consecration to his work, he showed great zeal 
in opposing and denouncing sin, and exhorting 
people to holiness of life. A man of his plain 
and pointed speech would be opposed by many 
of the lovers of evil, but the good and faithful 
were his fast friends. Many from the charges 
he has served will rise up and call him blessed. 
Revivals and ingatherings attended his labors, 
and Elkton, Hopkinsville, Princeton, La Pay- 
ette, and Rumsey will witness to his zeal. In 
1854 or 1855 he was transferred to the Louisiana 
Conference, and appointed to Caddo Circuit, 
which he served for several years at different 
times. Here he married a third time, Mrs. Jo- 
sephine E. Thompson, daughter of Rev. Jesse 
Birch, a local Methodist preacher, being the ob- 
ject of his choice, and who cheered and blessed 
the residue of his life, and now laments him 
in his grave. She bore him six children, five 
of whom remain to share their mother’s sor- 
row. When the Civil War began Brother 
Penick at once espoused the cause of the South, 
and entered the ranks as a private soldier. He 
asked no favors, but shared the perils of bat- 
tle and privations of the camp until the star of 
the Confederacy went down to rise no more. He 
was in many fearful conflicts, but was never 
wounded nor captured. At the close of the war 
he gathered up the remnants of a once fine es- 
tate, and once more entered his native land, 
bringing with him a certificate of location 
from the Louisiana Conference. He was not 
satisfied in the local ranks, and was re-admit- 
ted into the Louisville Conference about 1870, 
and did several years of effective and successful 
itinerant work. Sharon Grove, Garnettsville, 
Brandenburg, and Nortonville were some of 
his fields of toil and triumph. About 1877 he 
was superannuated, but still continued in the 
Master’s work, distributing Bibles, and holding 
meetings as opportunity o tiered, and was away 
from home on this good work when he was 
suddenly stricken down with a fatal paralysis, 
which so completely disabled both mind and 
body that he was a helpless invalid and a con- 
stant sufferer from July 3, 1883, until death 
came to his relief. During his prostration 
our brother was always submissive to the will 
of God. He had sore trials, and passed through 
deep waters, but God’s grace was sufficient. His 
great burden and anxious cry to God were for 
the salvation of his children and the prosperity 
of the Church. The visits and assistance of his 
brethren were received with gratitude, and near- 



ly always moved him to tears. He looked to 
his departure with joy rather than fear, and 
had unwavering faith in ‘’the blood that cleans- 
eth from all sin.” A good husband, a fond 
father, a faithful Christian, and a successful 
preacher, the name of Thomas M. Penick passes 
to the “roll of the honored dead” in the an- 
nals of the Louisville Conference. The fu- 
neral-sermon was preached by the pastor. 
Rev. J. T. Rushing, and kind hands laid him 
away to ‘ rest till J esus comes.” 

James M. Phillips was born in Taylor 
County, Ky., April 27, 1848; was converted 
under the ministry of Rev. C. D. Donaldson, 
and soon after lelt he was called to the work 
of the ministry. When about twenty-two years 
of age he was licensed to preach by the Quar- 
terly Conference of his native circuit (now 
Mannsville), and on their recommendation was 
received on trial into the Louisville Conference 
in the fall of 1870. He served the following 
charges, and in the order named: Cumberland 
Mission, one year; North Bowling Green Cir- 
cuit (now Richardsville), one year; Glasgow 
Circuit, one year; Shepherdsville Circuit, two 
years; Jefferson Station, two years ; Shepherds- 
ville Circuit again, one year; Greenville Cir- 
cuit, asjunior preacher under R. C. Alexander, 
one year ; Brandenburg Circuit, four years ; Ca- 
sey ville Circuit, one year; and from the fall of 
1884 till his death he was in charge of the 
Springfield Circuit. All things considered, he 
was in all these fields remarkably successful. 
From his early youth he was a cripple, frequent- 
ly having to use both cane and crutch. He 
was not a brilliant preacher, nor did he make 
any effort at display. His style was very plain 
and simple, practical and earnest; but by a 
deep personal experience he knew “the doc- 
trine to be of God,” and delivered his message 
assured of its truth, and that in it was to be 
found the pre-eminent need of the race. He had 
faith in the truth, and faith in Him who has 
promised to be with his embassadors “even unto 
the end of the world ;” and burdened with the 
worth of souls, he sought for and expected re- 
sults. He was a fine pastor. He knew the peo- 
ple in their homes, and quickly found and held 
a place in their confidence and love. To them 
he was a leader in the work, and by his own 
spirit and zeal inspired their faith and courage. 
He closely watched the material interests of the 
Church, and faithfully sought their develop- 
ment. He was no stranger to building and re- 
pairing Church property. Catholic in spirit, he 
was yet most ardently devoted to his own Church 
in its doctrine and polity. He loved it as he 
loved his life, and believing it to be of God, he 
gave thought, energy, himself to its welfare, 
and rejoiced in its prosperity. None knew bet- 
ter than he that God alone could give the in- 
crease, and in his name he wrought, and to him 
prayerfully committed the labor and the cause. 
He walked with God. He was a man of prayer; 
he talked with God about his charge and the' 
people, and then placed self upon the altar of 
service, an instrument to be used of the Lord 
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to work out the answer to prayer. Was it won- 
derful, then, that he was successful? In the fif- 
teen years and a half of his ministry he add- 
ed to the Church no less than sixteen hundred 
souls, to say nothing of the hundreds w r ho, con- 
verted under his ministry, were joined to other 
denominations. His love for his brethren of 
the ministry was sincere, strong, and outspoken. 
To him they were brethren beloved. He was 
married to Mrs. Jennie Rankin, of Branden- 
burg, September 30, 1880, a devoted, self-sac- 
rificing Christian woman, worthy of his hand 
and heart. More than ever she and her two 
little girls deserve and need the sympathy and 
prayers of God’s people. The last illness of 
Brother Phillips was brief. He had been a 
great sufferer for months because of rheumat- 
ic trouble in his disabled hip, but with steady 
zeal prosecuted his work till ten days before 
his death. He seemed impressed that the end 
had come, and, while expressing a wish to live 
for the sake of his family and the Church, he 
was resigned, peaceful, happy, realizing that to 
“ die is gain.” Committing his soul, his family, 
the Church, all to God, he sweetly fell on sleep 
at 10 o’clock A.M., March 20, 1884. Without 
exception the verdict from the people with a 
peculiar emphasis was, “A good man has gone to 
rest.” With fraternal and loving hands he was 
given a Christian burial at Brandenburg, after 
an appropriate funeral-discourse by Rev. John 
M. Crowe to a large concourse of former friends 
and parishioners of the deceased. There he 
rests from his labors, but in all the charges he 
served his works do follow and praise him. 

Joseph D. Barnett, son of William and 
Tabitha Barnett, was born in Jefferson County, 
Ky., J uly 11, 1811. He was one of ten children, 
all of whom became members of the Church. 
He joined the Methodist Church at Cane Run, 
Jefferson Circuit, under the ministry of Fa- 
ther Denham and Rev. R. D. Neal, during the 
year 1827. He wrote in his diary: “On the 
10th day of September, 1827, at the camp-ground 
near my father’s, I obtained peace in believing, 
and had the witness that I was accepted of God.” 
He was licensed to exhort in 1831 by James 
Ward, on the recommendation of the class at 
Adam Caruthers’s. The same year he was li- 
censed to preach at Logan’s Camp-ground, Will- 
iam Adams being the presiding elder. He was 
also recommended at the same time and place 
for admission into the Kentucky Conference. 
He was received at Louisville, October, 1831, 
Bishop Hedding presiding. His first appoint- 
ment was to the Little Sandy Circuit, then em- 
bracing a large territory. At the Harrods- 
burg Conference of 1832 he was sent to Big 
Sandy Circuit. At Greensburg he was re- 
ceived into the traveling connection (1833), 
and ordained a deacon by Bishop Roberts. He 
was sent to the Lexington Circuit this year, 
with S. Long for his colleague. In 1834 he 
traveled the Burksville Circuit; 1835, Wayne 
Circuit; and the same year the Elizabethtown 
Circuit — so says our memoranda. He was re- 
appointed to Elizabethtown at the Conference 



of 1836, with A. C. De Witt for his colleague. 
Here he had one of the greatest trials of his 
life. He refers to it in his diary. In the 
summer of 1837, being deeply convinced that 
his work was producing no fruit, and greatly 
depressed in spirit, he decided to give up the 
work of the ministry and return to his home. 
Having declared his purpose to his presiding 
elder, Rev. Thomas Lasley, that wise man pre- 
vailed on him to make one more effort, which 
he did. He preached at the old stone church, 
Hardin County. He was remarkably successful. 
Many sinners were brought to repentance, and 
the sermon is spoken of to this day. A great 
revival followed, and, reaching from appoint- 
ment to appointment, wrapped the whole cir- 
cuit in a spiritual flame. During the next four 
months about four hundred persons were con- 
verted, and as many added to the Church. It 
was during this revival influence that he 
preached a wonderful sermon at Elizabethtown. 
It was the first Sunday of his meeting there. 
His text was 2 Tim. iv. 6-8. Nearly fifty per- 
sons crowded into the altar crying for mercy. 
He had no more temptation to leave the min- 
istry. His appointments were: 1837, Eliza- 
bethtown, with William D. Matting; 1838, 
Hardinsburg, with A. H. Redford ; 1839, Bran- 
denburg, with N. L. Alderson; 1840, Jefferson 
Circuit, with J. S. Wools; 1841, Jefferson Cir- 
cuit, with C. B. Parsons; 1842, Georgetown, 
with David Wells; 1843, Versailles, with Or- 
son Long; 1844, Versailles; 1845-6, Hardins- 
burg; 1847, Big Spring, with J. T. Crandall; 
1848, Big Spring, with R. Y. Thomas; 1849-50, 
Logan Circuit ; 1851, Louisville Circuit; 1852-3, 
Smithland District; 1854, Bardstown District; 
1855, Hardinsburg District; 1856, Hardins- 
burg Circuit, with J. E. Bradley; 1857, Bran- 
denburg; 1858-9, Big Spring; 1860, West 
Point Circuit; 1861, Elizabethtown District; 
1862-4, Hardinsburg District; 1865, Big Spring 
Circuit; 1866, Henderson District ; 1867-9, Har- 
dinsburg District; 1870-1, HodgensvilleCircuit; 
1872-3, Big Spring Circuit; 1874, Smith’s Grove 
Circuit; 1875, Louisville Circuit; 1876-85, su- 
perannuated. He was married in Plardin Coun- 
ty, Ky., Oct. 9, 1838, to Miss Martha A. Moor- 
man, a woman well suited in every particular 
to become his wife and helpmeet, and who for 
nearly half a century strengthened his hands 
and comforted his heart. She still lives, tarry- 
ing for a little while till the summons to join 
her ascended husband. They have five chil- 
dren living — three sons and two daughters. On 
the circuit Brother Barnett was a most accept- 
able preacher. Like almost all the preachers 
of his day, he was able to make a clear, strong 
statement of Methodistdoctrine. A saintly man 
himself, he insisted upon holy living in the 
Church. He was punctual to meet his engage- 
ments, did not disappoint his congregations, took 
time enough to do his w’ork, was never in a hur- 
ry, never behind time. He was no theorist, but 
had a practical cast of mind. He labored for re- 
sults; he preached for immediate effect, and was 
most generally successful. During his ministry 
he received a great army into the Church — seven 
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thousand souls. Have we ever had a more 
successful man in our Conference? As a pre- 
siding elder he was wise in counsel, long-head- 
ed and skillful in cabinet work, very judicious 
in administration. He knew b<^th the work 
and the workmen. His quarterly meetings 
were occasions of much spiritual interest. Ask 
him, on his return, what sort of ameeting they 
had, and his most usual reply would be, “ Ev- 
ery thing was in a blaze when I left.” He lost 
the confidence and affection of very few, if any, 
of his brethren while tilling this fearfully re- 
sponsible office. His beautifully-poised head 
indicated a well-balanced mind; his equable 
temperament gave uniformity to his life; his 
consecration to God made him faithful in the 
discharge of duty; his strong fund of common 
sense enabled him readily to adjust himself to 
his surroundings; his great integrity secured 
to him public confidence; while his goodness 
won the love of the people, and his blameless- 
ness secured for him universal commendation. 
Such, in brief, was Joseph D. Barnett, who for 
fifty-nine years was an acceptable member of 
his Church and a minister at her altars for fif- 
ty-five vears. His name headed our Confer- 
ence-roll. Of his last days we copy from a note 
written bv his pastor, R. W. Browder: “His 
end was i'ull of peace. He said repeatedly: 

1 Mv house is in order; I am ready to go. 
Half of my family are in heaven, and I want 
to see them. Many who joined the Church un- 
der my ministry are there, and I’ll not be a 
stranger.’ Among the latest of his utterances 
was the text from which he used to preach so 
effectively: ‘1 am now ready to be offered, and 
the time of my departure is at hand; I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my course, 

I have kept the faith; henceforth there is laid 
up Tor me a crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall give me in 
that day.’ ” He died at his residence in Eliz- 
abethtown, Ky., Tuesday, March 23, 1886. 
He was buried in his family burial-ground at 
Big Spring, where his body awaits the resur ; 
rection of the j ust. 

George R. Browder, son of Robert and 
Helen Browder, was born in Logan County, 
Ky., January 11, 1827. Born in affluence, of a 
sound family stock, with golden opportunities, 
and carefully trained in letters anil morals, it is 
not singular that his youth was pui’e and his 
manhood eminently useful. His mother died 
when he was seven months old, but her place 
was well filled by that “elect lady” to whom he 
frequently and gratefully referred in his pub- 
lic discourses — his step-mother. She it was 
who used to take him to the secret place of 
prayei-, and, laying her hand upon his head, in- 
voke the diviiie blessing upon her little boy 
— truly hers in a providential way. He nev- 
er forgot those prayers. The same good wom- 
an led him to the mercy-seat at old Ash Spring 
Camp-ground in his eleventh year. Her mold- 
ing and refining touch left an indelible impress 
upon his character. Her gentle spirit breathed 
its own sweetness into his very life. Of George 



Dick (so he was called) it might be said as of 
Timothy: “From a child thou hast knowh the 
holy Scriptures, which are able to make thee 
wise unto salvation through faith which is in 
Christ Jesus.” He was an earnest advocate of 
early piety. Converted himself when he was a 
little boy, and knowing by expei'ience the in- 
fluences and possibilities of childhood religion, 
he led many children to Christ. Early in life 
he was impressed that it was his duty to preach 
the gospel, and the religious training he had 
received had prepared him to deal honestly 
with this question. He was given license to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of Logan 
Circuit in 1846, Rev. N. B. Lewis, presiding 
elder; and was admitted on trial into the Lou- 
isville Confei’ence at Hopkinsville in October 
of the same year — the first session of the new- 
ly-organized Conference. To Hopkinsville 
Circuit he was sent as junior preacher with 
A. H. Redford preacher in charge. Kow he be- 
gan to keep a journal, and continued it through 
life. On the fii-st page we have this admonition 
from St. Paul: “Lei no man despise thy youth ; 
but be thou an example of the believers in 
word, in conversation, in charity, in spirit, in 
faith, in purity.” (1 Tim. iv. 12.) He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Capers in October, 
1848, and ordained elder at Greensburg in 1850 
by Bishop Andrew. On account of throat trouble, 
from which liesufiei’ed much, he was constrained 
to desist from the regular work from 1850 to 
1860. But this does not mean that he ceased to 
preach. Like the apostle who furnished him 
liis motto, he was ready, “ as lxiuch as in me is.” 
He was in demand as an occasional preacher; 
was a popular speaker on temperance, Masonry, 
and education, and was very efficient in advo- 
cating the Sunday-school cause. Besides being 
a thoughtful, pleasing, and edifying minister 
of the word, he was sympathetic. His heart 
unfeignedlv rejoiced with those who had cause 
for rejoicing, and wept with them that wept. 
It is likely that he preached more funeral-ser- 
mons dui’ing his ten supernumerary years than 
any other man in Kentucky. His services were 
sought for by other denominations than his own. 
Advancing toward middle life, his physical 
health improved, and once more he-entei’ed 
the itinerant ranks to go in and out with his 
brethren as in the days of his youth. The re- 
sults of his work during the last twenty-six 
years, whether on circuit, station, or district, 
were gracious. Thousands can testify that as 
the beneficiaries or the spiritual children of his 
ministry, and no doubt many were waiting to 
gi’eet him on the eternal shore. In the Genei*al 
Conference of May, 1882, he was elected chair- 
man of one of the principal committees. He 
was also a member of the Centenary Conference 
at Baltimore in December, 1884. Brothei Brow- 
der was happily married, September 5, 1850, to 
Miss Lizzie Warfield, of Clarksville, Tenn., who 
shared his labors, joys, and. sorrows for thirty- 
six years. The heai*t of her husband trusted 
in her. Their home-life was beautiful and 
happy. They brought up their children in the 
fear of the Lord, and all came to Christ while 
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they were of tender years. Indeed, in the con- 
secrated atmosphere of that home it seemed as 
natural that the children should open their 
hearts to Christ as that the rose-bnd should open 
to the sunshine. He ruled his house well, ac- 
cording to his ordination vows. Three sons are 
in the ministry : Robert W., of the Louisville 
Conference; Luther W., of the Florida Confer- 
ence; and H. W., a local preacher. Busy and 
useful as his life had been, his last days w T ere 
his best days. He became more earnest, more 
deeply consecrated. He kept up his habit of 
study and his diligence in work. It was the 
-opinion of his brethren that he did more and 
better preaching during the last ten years of 
his life than ever before. His zeal for the Lord’s 
house and his love for perishing souls pressed 
him even beyond his strength, and probably 
shortened his days. His health failed rapidly 
after it began to fail last February. By April 
he lay as at the gate of death. The last entry 
in his journal was: “March 31, 1886. — I stay 
in-doors and sutler. This sense of sinking, suf- 
focation, and prostration is distressing. I bear 
it patiently, but hope to get better. I have had 
so much to enjoy that I ought to endure with 
patience. My dear wife and children are so 
good to me, and my home so comfortable, and 
God’s grace so sufficient, that I am happy even 
in affliction. I do not sutler much pain, but 
feel at times like dying away and breathing no 
more. I have no special fear on the subject, 
but would prefer to live if I can be of any 
further use to my family or the Church.” He 
rallied a little, and a few more months pro- 
longed the twilight of life’s cheerful day. His 
son says: “Several times, when every member 
«f the family was present, he talked beautifully 
of his bright prospects, and urged his children 
to lives of faith and trust.” IVustful and hopeful 
were words often on his lips. At 12:20 A.M., 
September 3, 1886, he fell on sleep. His was a 
clearly-defined personality. His form, like his 
character, was well rounded. His face was one 
to impress you — full of keen perception and 
benignity. lie had the rare gift of firmly stand- 
ing by principle, and at the same time of giving 
the least possible offense. A genial humor 
played pleasantly over his features and his 
talk, without degenerating into levity. His 
judgment of men and things was free, to a de- 
gree, from those two warping and blinding ele- 
ments — selfishness and prejudice. It was qual- 
ified by a calm survey of circumstances, both 
present and probable; based on a sound under- 
standing, it was amenable to his conscience, 
both in its formation and utterance; therefore 
he was much sought by those who knew him 
well. No friend in private life, no Bishop in 
the “cabinet,” could fail to esteem him highly 
as a counselor. Perhaps no man was ever more 
universally beloved in his neighborhood by 
white people and negroes, rich and poor, young 
and old. His best sermons happily blended 
the exegetical and practical methods. He was 
a favorite preacher with children. As a pastor 
he was eminently successful. He had fine so- 
cial qualities, and made the most of them. His 



interest in his people was without dissimula- 
tion. He loved them, not only in word, but in 
deed and in truth. “We have known him,” 
says a Conference-fellow, “to make thirteen 
pastoral visits in one day, including a travel 
of near twenty miles.” Good on a circuit, fair 
in a station, he excelled as presiding elder. 
Looking carefully into all the details of his 
work, and keeping accurate records of it, he 
was able to give an account of it. In council, 
safe; in administration, judicious; in business, 
diligent; in spirit, fervent. Especially did the 
young preachers find in him a friend, and an 
exemplar worthy of imitation. In the produc- 
tion of such a man as George Richard Browder 
grace and providence liberally conspired. It 
w r as a benefaction and a comfort to know him 
as friend and brother. Who can measure the 
bereavement of those who knew him as son, 
and husband, and father? He fell with the 
first autumn leaves. While his fellow-laborers 
were winding up the last round on circuit and 
district, he finished his course and entered into 
rest. At the Conference-session they held a fit- 
ting memorial-service, in which was read and 
spoken most of this tribute to a fallen yet tri- 
umphing soldier of Christ.

John N. P. Philips, a son of Rev. Pres- 
ton Philips, of this Conference, was born in Tex- 
as in 1861, and died in Kansas City, Mo., March 
8, 1886. He was received on trial at the last 
session of this Conference, at Lexington, Mo., 
October 1, 1885, and, in connection with J. W. 
Ezell, was appointed to Newtonia Circuit. He 
went at once to his work, and began a series of 
meetings which resulted in the conversion of 
twelve or fifteen souls. He was a young man 
of great promise — intelligent, studious, ener- 
getic. He made a good impression, and was 
still growing in favor with the people. He 
had been on the circuit about six months, 
when unfortunately he received an injury from 
the fall of his horse. After an illness of two 
weeks he came to Kansas City for treatment, 
and was taken to the hospital, where he re- 
mained for two weeks, and (lied. During his 
illness he was visited several times by Rev. W. 
J. Carpenter, who talked freely with him about 
his spiritual condition, and found him submis- 
sive to the will of God.. It was his desire to 
recover and remain in the work of the minis- 
try, but if lie should be called from labor he was 
prepared to go. His burial-service was conduct- 
ed by Rev. C. C. Woods, at Kansas City cem- 
etery, where his remains await the resurrection 
of the just. “ Blessed are the dead which die 
in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their labors; and 
their works do follow them.”

Benjamin Franklin Jackson died about 
two months ago of enileutic mania at the State 



Hospital for the Insane, about six miles from 
Nashville. He was the son of Judge and Mary 
Jackson, and was born in 1844, in Dickson Coun- 
ty, Tenn. He made a profession of religion 
while very young. His daily walk was consist- 
ent. He was walking by the Saviour’s side, and 
was fervent in spirit, serving the Lord. He was 
licensed to preach in March, 1869, on the Dick- 
son Circuit, Rev. P. T. Martin being the pas- 
tor, and Rev. Alpheus Mizell presiding elder. 
He was admitted on probation into the Tennes- 
see Annual Conference in session at Lebanon, 
in the class with Rev. Thomas H. Woodward 
and Rev. John A. McFerrin, in October, 1871. 
He was ordained a deacon by Bishop McTveire 
at Franklin, Tenn., in October, 1873, and an 
elder at Fayetteville, in 1875, bv Bishop Wight- 
man. Wedonot remember the different charges 
that he served, but call vividly to mind the fact 
that Rev. John G. Ray was for one or more 
years his presiding elder, and represented him 
both favorably and flatteringly in the sessions 
of the Tennessee Conference; and information 
comes to us just now that, had not reason been 
dethroned, he would undoubtedly have made a 
man of marked ability. The instrument was 
tine, but was unstrung and laid aside in the fair 
morning of his ministry ; the vessel was well con- 
structed, but became a wreck long before it was 
anchored at his everlasting home. How un- 
searchable are the Lord’s judgments, and his 
w r ays are past finding out! We cannot tell why 
the all-wise God has removed from this Con- 
ference such men as the young and gifted 
Rev. R. T. Nabors and Dr. A. W. Smith, and 
from the general Connection great and lovely 
men like our beloved Marvin and the sweet- 
spirited Bishop Parker, in the very zenith of 
their ministry; nor can we tell why he suffered 
poor Jackson to live for years afflicted with, 
and finally to die of, insanity; but if we could 
tear away the veil between us and Jackson’s 
new home, we would see that the angels hov- 
ered just as closely, and the Lord watched over 
him just as lovingly, in the room of his af- 
fliction at the asylum, as he does over the 
most favored of his servants. Why should 
we weep? Jackson is at iiome forever with 
the Lord. We commend his heart-stricken 
wife to Him who comforteth the mourner. We 
shall see Jackson again in that world that is 
undimmed by sorrow and unhurt by time. 

Enoch Lucian Jones, of the Tennessee 
Annual Conference, M. E. Church, South, was 
born in Cannon County, Tenn., November 15, 
1854; professed religion in the summer of 1865; 
was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of McMinnville Circuit, J. J. Comer, 
presiding elder, October 30, 1875; was admitted 
on trial into the Tennessee Conference at Edge- 
field, Tenn., October 3, 1877. Two years there- 
after he was admitted into full connection; was 
ordained deacon October 12, 1879, in Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn., by Bishop Paine, and elder Octo- 
ber 22, 1882, in Franklin, Tenn., by Bishop 
Keener. Brother Jones, though but a boy 
when he was converted, consecrated himself 
wholly to God and his Church. In the vicin- 
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ity in which he lived he was considered as 
one of its most pious Christians. After he 
was licensed to preach he spent about two years 
as a local preacher, in which relation he did 
good work. His first two years in the itiner- 
ancy were spent on the Palmyra Circuit, where 
he won many souls for the Master. Perhaps 
no one was ever more universally esteemed by 
his people. His second appointment was Ash- 
land City Station. He entered upon his work 
well received and with flattering prospects, but 
during the year his health failed. At Con- 
ference he had regained his health somewhat, 
and, being so anxious to preach his Lord’s gos- 
pel, he was returned to Ashland City, but was 
unable to fill the appointment. As soon as his 
condition would admit of it, he was carried 
home to his mother to die; but he lived through 
the year, and came up to the Conference again 
for another appointment, and was assigned by 
Bishop Pierce to Smithville Station. At this 
place he ended his itinerant work, and the fol- 
lowing winter he spent in Florida, hoping that 
he might get rid of the dreadful disease — con- 
sumption— which was fast taking from him his 
life. The following spring he returned home, 
still in feeble health. Soon thereafter he moved 
with his mother and sisters to Smithville, at 
which place, on the night of February 12, at 
midnight, he quietly went to his reward. As a 
preacher Brother Jones was strong, practical, and 
spiritual. His age and advantages considered, 
he was an unusually good preacher He had a 
well-balanced mind, and was considered a man 
of strong common sense. He was modest and 
unassuming, yet decided in his convictions and 
actions. “He was a good man, and full of the 
Holy Ghost and faith.” He was wise to win 
souls. One of our best and most useful young 
men has fallen. The great throng of people 
who followed him to the grave bore testimony 
to his worth and the esteem in which he was 
held by the people among whom he spent his 
last days. The death of such a man seems a 
great calamity ; but God knows, and what he 
wills is best. Now that his pure life has faded 
away into the glow of heaven as a summer- 
cloud in the bosom of a setting sun, we will 
not mourn his departure “as those who have 
no hope.” He has entered upon that life on 
which death can cast no shadow, and over 
which death has no power. 

William N. Moore was born in Limestone 
County, Ala., eight miles from Athens, Decem- 
ber 30, 1 836. At an early age he was con verted 
and joined the M. E. Church, 8outh. When 
first converted he was a little doubtful, but in a 
short time the clouds of doubt were dispersed, 
and the Sun of righteousness shone in his 
heart and soul. As he grew in the grace and 
knowledge of the Lord J esus, he was convinced 
that he was moved upon by the Holy Ghost to 
preach the gospel of the Son of God ; and in 
every way being worthy, he was licensed to 
preach by the third Quarterly Conference of 
Limestone Circuit, Tennessee Conference, June 
14, 1861, Rev. James R. Plummer, presiding 
elder. His license was renewed October 11, 
3 



1862, signed by D. Phelps, A. S. He joined 
the Tennessee Annual Conference, which met 
at Cornersville, Tenn., October 15, 1862, John 
B. McFerrin, President. He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Kavanaugh, October 8, 1865, 
at Edgefield, Tenn. ; and was ordained elder by 
Bishop Paine, October 27, 1867, at Clarksville, 
Tenn. He received and filled the following ap- 
pointments with efficiency: Elkmont, Pettus- 
ville, Vienna, Maysville, and New Market; 
Tuscumbia, Pleasant V alley, Carthage, and Dix- 
on’s Springs Station, Sparta Station, Fountain 
Head, La Fayette, and Cumberland. In 1877 
he took a supernumerary relation, and in 1873 
he was appointed to Oak Grove, and in 1879 
and 1880 he had charge of Waynesboro Cir- 
cuit. In 1881 he again took a supernumerary' 
relation, which he held up to his death. In 
1882 he served on the Hickory Valley Mission, 
and in October, 1885, he was appointed by Bish- 
op Wilson to the Cookeville Circuit. This was- 
the last appointment he received, and he served 
it faithfully as long as his health would permit. 
August 21, 1873, lie was happily married by 
Rev. J. W. Cullom to Miss Nannie Bruster, of 
White County, Tenn. Brother Moore was faith- 
ful, energetic, and thorough-going in spiritual 
and secular affairs as well. While he was faith- 
ful to his charge as a pastor, he by no means: 
neglected the interest of his family, which was 
right. He possessed a courteous, social, and 
genial spirit at home and abroad. He was a 
close observer, quick and active in mind, and 
had a memory out of which he could bring 
things of great interest, both new and old. Of 
all society, aside from that of his family, he 
loved that of his brother preachers the most. 
As a supernumerary he was located in the 
bounds of Sparta Circuit, and lived near the 
parsonage, and ever received the preacher in 
charge with great delight. He would stand by 
him in prosperity and adversity as well. His 
preaching was in power, and scores of souls were 
converted. He would do more work in all re- 
lations than he was really ableto do. His ener- 
gy was greater than his strength, yet he held up 
welluntil the second night in March, 1886, when 
he fell a victim to pneumonia. His lungs be- 
ing weak, it was more than he could stand, and 
he said he thoughthe would not get well. lie 
was social in his disposition, and said during his 
last illness: “There is no other body of men on 
earth that I love as I love the preachers. There 
is a peculiar tie that binds us together.” Soon 
after this he became unconscious. On Tuesday 
morning he brightened up, but said, “This is 
death.” He was asked, “Is all right?” He 
answered, “Yes.” Asking for his wife and 
children, and taking his wife by the hand, he 
said: “Nan, don’t you let me go.” She re- 
plied: “Darling, you are just going before; I 
will come after you, and bring the children.”’ 
“Yes,” said he, “bring the children.” His 
wife asked him if he did not believe that the* 
gospel which he had preached would sustain 
him in that hour. He replied, “Of course I 
do.” He soon dropped back into unconscious- 
ness, and at 12:30 that Tuesday night, Marcln 
10, 1886, Brother Moore passed quietly away tcv 
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the rest that remaineth to the people of God. 
He leaves a wife and four small children to 
mourn for him as they journey here below. 

J. J. Pittman was born in Buckingham 
County, Va., February 6, 1825. He was con- 
verted at Saunders’s Chapel, in Sumner County, 
Tenn., September 30, 1841, under the preaching 
of Cornelius Evans, a Methodist minister. He 
was baptized shortly afterward, and received 
into the Methodist Church by Rev. A. H. 
Bedford. He was licensed to exhort in 1843. 
by Rev. Edward Stevenson, in Kentucky. He 
was licensed to preach by Rev. R. C. Hatton, at 
Cook’s Camp-ground, in 1845. In the fall of 
the same year he was received into the Ten- 
nessee Annual Conference at Huntsville, Ala. 
He was ordained a deacon by Bishop Soule at 
Murfreesboro, Tenn., in 1847. He was then 
transferred to the Arkansas Conference, when 
he was ordained an elder by Bishop Capers. 
In the fall of 1853 he was transferred back to 
the Tennessee Conference, where he continued 
to travel until his death, which sad event oc- 
curred on the 10th day of April, 1880. He 
was happily married, in December, 1849, to 
Miss Louvinia S. Ross, who remains to mourn 
her loss. Brother Pittman was for forty-three 
years a minister of the gospel. He was a man 
who studied the word of God that he might 
rightly divide the same and give to each his 
portion in due season — both saint and sinner. 
As a preacher he was clear, pointed, and prac- 
tical. He was a man whose life was governed 
by the Golden Rule. By his upright conduct 
and honest dealing he won the respect and ad- 
miration of men of the world. By his purity 
of life and holiness of heart he iiad the love of 
the Church. In the death of our Brother Pitt- 
man the Church has lost an able minister of 
the New Testament, his wife a faithful and de- 
voted husband, society an upright and courte- 
ous Christian gentleman; and while we mourn 
his departure, we bow with Christian submis- 
sion to Him who doeth all things wisely and 
well.

James Thomas Hawkins, son of Allen and 
Elizabeth Hawkins, was born September 19, 
1853, at Charlottesville, Va. At the age of four 
years he lost both parents by death, and was 
adopted by a worthy couple, who gave him a 
careful social, moral, and religious education. 
His scholastic life was begun at or near to Ivy 
Depot, in his native county, and at the age of 



seventeen years he sold his property in Char- 
lottesville, and invested the proceeds of the sale 
in scholastic facilities at Blacksburg, Va., at 
which college he remained two sessions, taking 
a classic course with a view to the ministry. 
He was converted to Christ qt the age of four- 
teen, under the ministry of Rev. J. M. Ander- 
son, and soon after his conversion he entered 
the Depository at Charlottesville with Brother 
C. R. Ross, who induced him to travel us a col- 
porteur, in which work he was engaged until 
1878-9, when he was employed by Rev. David 
Thomas, presiding elder, as junior preacher on 
Lurav Circuit, Baltimore Conference, Brother 
Balthis j (readier in charge. In March, 1879, 
he was admitted on trial into the traveling con- 
nection in the Baltimore Conference, and as- 
signed to the Blue Sulphur Circuit as junior 
preacher under Rev. J. R. Van Horne. On 
March 2G, 1879, he was united in marriage with 
Miss Ellenora E. Pagard, and in their happy 
union they were blessed with a daughter and 
son — both now living. At the session of the 
Conference in 1880 he was appointed to Circle- 
ville Mission. The next spring, his health be- 
ing somewhat impaired by exposure, he discon- 
tinued, and taught two years in Charlottesville, 
Va. He afterward removed to Alderson, W. 
Va., at which place he taught school until July, 
1884, when he removed to Kentucky and trav- 
eled as a supply under Rev. S. F. McClung, 
presiding elder of Catlettsburg District, whose 
tribute to his memory, published in the Central 
Methodist, manifested his personal and official 
appreciation of his high character as a gentle- 
man and minister. Brother Hawkins was ad- 
mitted on trial into the Western Virginia Con- 
ference two years ago at Greenup, Kentucky. 
His stay with us was not long, but it certainly 
did develop the fact that he was faithful to his 
ministry, as the tribute of his former presiding 
elder appropriately, feelingly, and emphatical- 
ly testified. His personal character impressed 
his home with its sincerity, purity, and conse- 
cration to God. Of him his wife writes: “Mr. 
Hawkins was a man of remarkable purity; in- 
deed, he tried to keep himself always away from 
things that tended to draw him away from Christ. 
He was loving, gentle, and patient in his fam- 
ily, and died in great triumph March 23.” 
What more in eulogy of him can be written 
when his religion and morals covered the ground 
of his home-life? On Saturday before he died 
he repeated the one hundred and third Psalm, 
and the night before his death, in a clear voice 
and with uplifted hand he said, “O heaven, 
sweet heaven of rest!” Then a little later he 
exclaimed, “ Bless the Lord, O my soul ! Praise 
the Lord! Praise the Lord for all his good- 
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ness to me.” Thus he died. He rests at Aus- 
ten, in Fayette County, amidst friends who 
loved him and cared for him for Jesus’ sake.

L. M. Lewis was born in Baltimore, Md., 
January 6, 1832; was converted in November, 
1850, at Middletown, Conn., under the min- 
istry ot Rev. Moses L. Seudder, and joined the 
M. E. Church; was licensed to exhort in Janu- 
•ary, 1853, bv Rev. Vaughn Smith; licensed to 
preach in 1854. Under the presidency of Bish- 
op George F. Pierce he was admitted on trial 
in the Missouri Conference at Louisiana, Mo., 
1855; was ordained deacon by Bishop John 
Early, at Chillicothe, Mo.; ordained elder bv 
Bishop James O. Andrew, at Mansfield, La. 
He transferred from the Missouri to the Louis- 
iana Conference, from the Louisiana to the Tex- 
as, from the Texas to the St. Louis, from the 
St. Louis to the Little Rock, from the Little 
Rock to the North-west Texas, from the North- 
west Texas to the North Texas, of which bodv 
he was a member, and stationed at First Church, 
Dallas, at the time ot his death, which occurred 
at Los Angeles, Cal., May 28, 1886. Our de- 
parted brother was in many respects a truly great 
man; but his real greatness was in the signal 
victory which, under grace, he achieved over 
self and sin. Born of wealthy parents, reared 
under circumstances averse to a truly consecrat- 
ed religious life, educated liberally for the pro- 
fession ot law, and assured of a success almost 
phenomenal, he brought his hopes and fears, 
wealth and prospects, talent and life, and put 
them upon the altar of God, there to remain un- 
til consumed in the service of his Master. And 
whether we behold him as general upon fields 
ot blood and death, or in halls of learning as 
president or professor, or in his most cherished 
vocation of pastor of the flock of Christ, we find 
the man swallowed up and lost sight of in the 
Christian. A life so noble cannot cease in its 
influence. Our brother does “ rest from his la- 
bors,” but his “works do follow him.” In our 
sad bereavement we thank God for a life so re- 
plete with true Christlikeness, which in the 
light of Holy Writ breathes into our very souls 
the glorious truth that our brother “is not dead, 
butsleepeth.” Meanwhile there comes from all 
parts of our land sad tributes to his memory, 



which tell how lie, “though dead, yet liveth 
and speaketh.” Verily a great man has fallen 
in our Israel, “and the voice of weeping is 
lifted up throughout the land.” But God, who 
buries the workman, still carries forward the 
work. We will cherish his memory, commend 
his loved ones to the God of all consolation 
and toil, and wait till the Master comes, and 
then go over to meet him “ in fairer worlds on 
high.” 

Geo. S. Gaitwood was born in Kentucky 
in 1814, converted and joined the Church in 
1833, and was admitted on trial in the Ken- 
tucky Conference in the fall of 1S35. Having 
given his young manhood to the Church, he went 
to work with a will, and the Lord gave his min- 
istry wonderful success, and on his first circuit 
multiplied hundreds were converted and add- 
ed to the Church. After a term of years in his 
native State, in 1857 became to the then wilds 
of the great State of Texas, where he did heroic 
work for the Master in Texas, East Texas, and 
North Texas Conferences. Brother Gaitwood 
had his infirmities, and while we throw the 
mantle of charity over his errors and bury the 
memory of any supposed faults he may have had, 
we would cherish the recollection of the many 
noble traits of character which were so promi- 
nent and pronounced in his life. Brother Gait- 
wood was a powerful exhorter and an excel- 
lent preacher, and sometimes stirred the multi- 
tude as but few men ever did. He was a man 
ol great faith, and was a most gifted man in 
prayer. He began as though lie were approach- 
ing a friend w ith whom he was perfectly famil- 
iar; then he presented his arguments and plead- 
ed as a man would plead for his life with an elo- 
quence and faith which seemed to move God 
with mercy and men with a consciousness of the 
divine presence. His sermons often possessed 
more than ordinary merit, both as to method 
and matter, and especially upon the subject of 
faith in all its offices he had but few equals and 
no superior. We venture the assertion that no 
man living or dead has had more conversions 
or added a greater number to Texas Method- 
ism in the last thirty-live years than hasGeorge 
JS. Gaitwood. Many ol the spiritual children 
of this son of thunder are now active ministers 
of the gospel in the bounds of the Texas Con- 
ference, and through them, “though dead, he 
yet speaketh.” Brother Gaitwood gave up the 
world, made an unreserved sacrifice of all for 
the itinerancy, and after a ministry of fif tv-three 
years died without a dollar of this world’s goods, 
but like Lazarus was borne by angels to Abra- 
ham’s bosom. Despite poverty, old age, and 
decrepitude, he was bright, cheerful, and happy 
to the last. He has gone from labor to refresh- 
ment. He is now' realizing what the Master 
meant when he said, “And every one that hath 
forsaken houses, or brethren, or sisters, or fa- 
ther, or mother, or wife, or children, or lands, for 
my name’s sake, shall receive a hundred-fold, 
and shall inherit everlasting life.” “ Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth. Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest

from their labors; and their works do follow 
them.”

John Christopher Garlick, son of Camrn 
and Mary Garlick, was born in King William 
County, Va., December 12, 1813. He was 
reared in the county of his birth, amid surround- 
ings not very favorable to religion, but his 
mother was a Christian, and her influence over 
him was good and tended to lead him to Christ. 
In the fifteenth or sixteenth year of his age he 
was awakened to his need of salvation, and soon 
after, at a camp-meeting in Carolina County, he 
obtained peace through faith in Christ. He 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in Oc- 
tober, 1831. In the latter part of the year 1837 
he became a minister of the gospel, receiving 
his license from the Quarterly Conference of 
the King and Queen Circuit, and in 1838 trav- 
eled the Campbell Circuit under the presiding 
elder. At Edenton, N. C., in the year 1839, he 
was received on trial in the Virginia Confer- 
ence. In 1841 he was ordained a deacon, and 
in 1842 an elder. He was engaged actively in 
the regular work of the ministry until the ses- 
sion of the Virginia Conference in 1853, when, 
on account of the loss of his eye-sight, he as- 
sumed the supernumerary relation to his Con- 
ference. A few years later he was superannu- 
ated, and on the list of the superannuated of the 
Virginia Conference his name was continued 
until the day of his death, and now we trust he 
rejoices in seeing his name written in heaven. 
Brother Garlick was a faithful and effective 
preacher of the gospel. On the circuit on which 
he lived during the latter years of his life he 
preached as often as he could, and there he was 



held in high esteem and was greatly beloved. 
The Sabbath preceding his last illness he 
preached twice, and to his latest day tried to 
lead sinners to the Saviour. On June 17, 1886, 
after an illness of ten days, he came to his end 
in peace, with that love in his heart which casteth 
out all fear. In the church-yard at Garysburg, 
N. C., his body sleeps and quietly awaits the 
morning when Christ shall bid him rise. 

Fielding A. Davis was born in Culpepper 
County, Virginia, July 7, 1814; and died in 
Williamsburg, Va., June 18, 1886. Of the ear- 
ly life of Brother Davis, or of the time or place 
of his conversion, we have no certain informa- 
tion. He was received on trial in the travel- 
ing connection of the Pittsburg Conference of 
the Methodist Protestant Church in 1837, and 
was ordained elder in 1840. He remained an 
active member of this Conference for about 
fourteen years, and served on some of its most 
important circuits and stations. Finding the 
antislavery agitation (which at that time was 
disturbing the Church in that section) was 
rendering his position in the Pittsburg Confer- 
ence unpleasant, he removed South in 1855. 
In the fall of that year he came to Norfolk when 
the Virginia Conference of the M. P. Church 
was holding its session, intending to apply for 
admission into that body, but he arrived just as 
the Conference had closed its session and all its 
appointments had been made. He was invited 
to bring his family to the parsonage on the 
Heathsville Circuit, promising him at least a 
support until the meeting of our next Confer- 
ence. He labored during the year with great 
ability and efficiency, and greatly endeared 
himself to the people, who gave him many 
substantial tokens of their appreciation. In 
1856 he was received into the Conference, and 
continued an effective minister of that Confer- 
ence until its union with the Virginia Confer- 
ence of the M. E. Church, South, in 1870. Dur- 
ing this period he had charge successively of 
the Smithfield, Charles City, Princess Anne, 
and Heathsville Circuits. At the session of 
this Conference held in Lynchburg in Novem- 
ber, 1870, he was appointed to the Chesterfield 
Circuit. In 1872 he was appointed to Halifax 
Circuit. At the Conference held in Elizabeth 
City in November, 1874, he was placed on the 
superannuated list. In 1875 he was employed 
by the presiding elder as a supply for Belle Ha- 
ven Circuit, on which work he remained for 
three years. In 1878 he was employed to serve 
on the James City Circuit. Here, in June of 
the following year, his labors were abruptly 
brought to a close by an attack of paralysis, by 
which he was completely prostrated and con- 
fined, for the most part, to his bed. Thus, bro- 
ken both in body and mind, he lingered in great 
suffering but in much patience and resignation 
for six weary years, when, on the 18th of June, 
1886, his burdened spirit was released from its 
earthly tabernacle, and entered into rest. 
Brother Davis was a man of strong and culti- 
vated mind. He was firm in his convictions 
and fixed in his religious principles. He was 
a devout and earnest Christian. As a preach- 
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er he was not remarkably eloquent or persua- 
sive, but always clear, forcible, and instructive. 
Thoroughly versed in systematic theology, he 
loved to expound and defend the great cardi- 
nal doctrines of Christianity. He was eminent- 
ly a doctrinal preacher. Whilst as a high- 
toned Christian gentleman and able minister of 
the gospel he commanded the respect and es- 
teem of all who knew him, he was wanting in 
those milder social qualities which are so nec- 
essary to the pastoral office, and felt and de- 
plored his deficiency in this respect. Through- 
out his long and painful illness he was support- 
ed by the sweet and precious consolations of 
that gospel which for so many years he had 
preached to others. He often spoke of his de- 
parture, and anxiously waited for the messen- 
ger which should call him to his rest and reward. 
He died in peace. He “ rests from his labors, 
and his works do follow him.” 

Benjamin Franklin Tennille was born 
in Prince William County, Virginia, on the 6th 
day of August, 1837. In the eighteenth year 
of his age he was converted to God at a camp- 
meeting held in the State of Maryland. Many 
who then knew him thought that he was called 
to preach the gospel, and his own heart was im- 
pressed that it was his duty to do so; but feel- 
ing disqualified by lack of education, lie resisted 
the call of the Spirit, and was consequently ren- 
dered very unhappy. A few years later, at a 
great revival meeting held in Cireleville, O., to 
whicli State he had removed, about two hun- 
dred souls were converted, and he was appoint- 
ed, much against his wish, to lead a large male 
and female class. After once leading the class, 
the preacher in charge sent for him and asked 
him if he did not feel called to preach. He 
admitted the fact, but continued to struggle 
against his conviction of duty. At the begin- 
ning of the war he was in the city of Norfolk, 
and joined the first company that left that city 
for the Confederate Army. He soon abandoned 
active service in the field, to aid in supplying 
the Commissary Department. In 1862 he was 
licensed to exhort. For some months he taught 
school at Knott’s Island, Currituck County, N. 
C. On October 3, 1863, he was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of Princess 
Anne Circuit. He preached in the local rela- 
tion and taught school until the close of the 
war. Then lie was employed by the presiding 
elder, the Rev. E. P. Wilson, to take charge of 
Norfolk Circuit. While on this charge, he had 
nearly two hundred conversions at Joliff’s and 
Deep Creek, two of the appointments of that 
circuit, and also received into our Church a 
number of the Indians in that section. In 1866 
he was employed by the presiding elder to take 
charge of Second Street Station, Portsmouth. 
In November, 1866, he was ordained a local 
deacon, received into the Conference on trial, 
and sent to Berlin Circuit. There he labored 
with great success, building a new Church and 
doubling the membership of the circuit. In 

1869 he was returned to Norfolk Circuit. In 

1870 he was sent to Meherrin Circuit, where 
he remained three years. In 1871 he was or- 



dained elder. His appointment in 1873 was- 
Northampton Circuit, where he remained three 
years. In 1876 he served Camden Circuit. In 
1877 he returned to Meherrin, and remained 
four years. In 1880 he was sent to Bertie Cir- 
cuit, and remained two years. Most of his min- 
istry was in our North Carolina appointments 
and the adjacent Virginia circuits. In 1883 he 
was sent to the Wakefield Circuit. Here he 
seemed to consecrate himself anew to his Mas- 
ter. In November, 1884, he was sent to Prince 
George Circuit. On this charge, in the spring 
of 1886, his health began to fail. He had fre- 
quent attacks of chills, but faithfully filled all 
of his appointments. Early in this year, he 
said to some of his friends he did not think he 
would live much longer. In August last, while 
conducting a revival in Sycamore Church, he 
was seized with a chill which was the begin- 
ning of a fatal illness. During his sickness he 
was patient and uncomplaining, but owing to a 
throat trouble he conversed but little. Such a 
man, however, needed not to leave a dying tes- 
timony. His life and character constituted his 
best and highest eulogy. On Thursday, Au- 
gust 19th, just two weeks after he was first ta- 
ken ill, he was seized with violent pains, rapid- 
ly grew weaker, and on Friday morning, Au- 
gust 20, 1886, he passed quietly and peacefully 
away to his everlasting home. His funeral- 
services were conducted at Trinity Church, in 
Prince George, by his presiding elder, the Rev. 
George H. Ray; and his remains were interred 
at Rehoboth Church, in Northampton County, 
N. C. On the 2d of March, 1875, Brother Ten- 
nille was united in marriage with Miss Mary 8. 
Grant, daughter of our venerable and honored 
brother, the Rev. William Grant. She, with 
her six fatherless children, survives her saint- 
ed husband. In person Brother Tennille was 
tall and manly; in deportment modest and re- 
tiring, but genial and pleasant. He was a good 
preacher, everywhere popular and eminently 
successful in winning souls to Christ. He was 
a sincere Christian, in labors abundant, and 
where duty or principle was involved bold, firm, 
and unyielding. One of our best men has left us.

Jesse Hord was admitted on trial in the 
Tennessee Conference in 1833, and appointed 
to Caney Fork. He staid two years on this cir- 
cuit. In 1836 he was stationed at Murfrees- 
boro, and in 1837 at Memphis. He came as a 
missionary to Texas in 1838. His appointments 
in Texas were: In 1839, Egypt; 1840, Wash- 
ington; 1841-2, Brazoria. While on the Bra- 
zoria Circuit he married, and his wife proved 
a helpmeet indeed, and preceded him only a 
short time to the spirit world. In 1844-6 he 
was supernumerary, and taught school at Egypt. 
In 1847 he was on the Goliad Circuit. This 
was the last year his name appeared on the ef- 
fective list. The itinerant life of our departed 
brother was a period of toil, privation, and dan- 
ger. His reminiscences recently published in 
the Advocate give a picture of itinerant life in a 
frontier country, full of thrilling incident and 
ot devotion to duty, involving suffering, weari- 
ness, watching, want, and peril of life and limb. 
Before it became necessary for him to take a 
superannuated relation, he was ready for any 
work to which he might be assigned, and in his 
various and arduous fields in this great State, 
then a wilderness, he never faltered, and amid 
dangers and sufferings that might have ap- 
palled the stoutest heart he met all his appoint- 
ments. Brother Hord was one of that noble 
band of heroes who planted the standard of the 
cross in this land, and we have entered into 
their labors. How much we owe to the memo- 
ry of this man of God, and how much we are 
indebted to him eternity alone will reveal. 
Let us cherish in our hearts the memory of this 
veteran of the cross. His life during his super- 
annuation was that of a man whose mind was 
staid upon liis God. His end was peace.

J ames E. Evans was born in Wilkes County, 
Ga., on February 4, 1810, and died in the sev- 
enty-seventh year of his age and in the fifty- 
seventh year of his ministry. He was con- 
verted October 10, 1824, though the Spirit was 
with him consciously when only ten years of 
age. He joined the Church when fifteen years 
of age, when he was also made a class-leader. 
He was commissioned to preach as a local 
preacher December 25, 1829. He was married 
to Miss Parmelia J. Mays, February 22, 1831, 
and admitted to the Georgia Conference in 
January, 1833. Physically he was a noble man, 
possessing a magnificent frame; with a face ex- 
pressive of intelligence, firmness, and benevo- 
lence; his bearing dignified, and his manners 
courteous; his voice rotund and pleasant. His 
mental constitution was the counterpart of the 
physical man. His natural endowments were 
superior, and though he was a man of warm 
and emotional nature, he was well balanced 
and practical. He possessed great energy and 
will-power, and was progressive and enterpris- 
ing in spirit. He w r as well read, and kept 
abreast with the'great questions of the age and 
the Church. His early educational advantages 
were limited to the practical curriculum of the 
high school, never having the privileges of a 
college course. His learning was not so much 
the culture of the university as the wisdom of 
the prophets, learned in the school of Christ 
and taught by the Spirit. His mind was en- 
riched with stores of general knowledge, but 
the Bible and standard books of theology, eccle- 
siastical history, and biography were his great- 
est studies. On the rostrum or with his facile 
pen he was a staunch and conscientious advo- 
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cate of the cause he espoused. He was a wise 
counselor and agent in the spheres of Church 
work, but was pre-eminently a preacher of the 
gospel. He was comprehensive in Bible knowl- 
edge, clear and convincing in exposition, forci- 
ble in argument, fluent in expression, practical, 
persuasive, and often eloquent in his ministra- 
tions — his eloquence not that of study and art, 
but evangelical and spiritual. He was often 
earnest as Paul, as pathetic as weeping Jere- 
miah, and as tender and loving as John. He 
was sincere and without affectation; making no 
parade of learning and bringing out the true 
significance of the text, he made it a battery of 
spiritual power against the ranks of sin and er- 
ror. For fifty-three years, with heroic endur- 
ance, and with scarcely any disability from sick- 
ness, he went over the land preaching and win- 
ning souls to Christ — an agent under God, it is 
said, of the awakening and conversion of more 
souls than any other man, perhaps, since Rev. 
Samuel Anthony. He was a tine pastor as well 
as a good preacher. His various fields of labor 
were as follows: The first and second years of 
his ministry were on circuits. The records of 
the Conference for several years, embracing 
1833-7, are defective. In 1838-9 lie was in 
Charleston, S. C., and passed through the fear- 
ful scourge of yellow fever which tried the min- 
istry and the people; at Athens, Ga., 1840-4; 
Columbus, 1845-6; Augusta, 1847-8; Savannah, 
1849-50; Macon, 1851; presiding elder Colum- 
bus District, 1852-3; Augusta, 1854-5; Macon, 
1856-7; La Grange District, 1858; presiding 
«lderMacon District, 1859-61 ; Maconand Vine- 
ville, 1862-3; presiding elder Columbus Dis- 
trict, 1864; Augusta (St. John’s), 1865; Colum- 
bus (St. Luke’s), 1366-7. At the division of 
the Georgia Conference, in December, 1866, Dr. 
Evans’s iot fell in the bounds of the South 
Georgia Conference, and he was transferred at 
the close of 1872 to the North Georgia Confer- 
ence. He was stationed at Augusta (St. James), 
1873-4; Atlanta District, 1875-6; Rome, 18S0-1 ; 
Griffin, 1882; Commissioner of Education Paine 
Institute, Augusta, 1883; Augusta District, 
1884-6. During his pastorate at Athens, Co- 
lumbus, and La Grange he realized the most 
abundant success, and looking back to the re- 
sults of his labors in these stations gave him 
exceeding joy. St. Luke’s Church in Colum- 
bus and St. James in Augusta are beautiful 
monuments to the Christian zeal of this devoted 
servant of Christ. He was also active in build- 
ing St. John’s parsonage in Augusta; Trinity 
church, Savannah; Trinity gnd Cumberland 
churches in Charleston, and Mulberry Street 
•church in Macon ; also in building the new par- 
sonage in Rome, and active in securing an eligi- 
^ ble site for the new and beautiful church in that 
city. While in charge of the Church here, in 
1881, he celebrated his golden wedding, and 
pleasantly reviewed the pilgrimage of a long 
and happy life with his beloved wife for fifty 
years. He was first elected to the General Con- 
ference when thirty-four years of age, the Con- 
ference being the famous one of 1844. He was 
also in the Convention of 1845 which organized 



the Metliodiit Episcopal Church, South, and 
continued to represent the Church in every 
successive General Conference, save the one in 
session at the time of his death. In 1856 he 
was elected Book Agent at Nashville, but his 
convictions in favor of preaching the gospel 
caused him to resign his position after five 
months, and to renew his favorite work as a 
gospel minister. Even a college commence- 
ment, where he was the honored preacher on 
such occasions, could not deflect him from the 
old path of his gracious ministry to pander to 
the public taste for learned and literary pro- 
ductions. He was also a member of the Cen- 
tennial Conference herd in Baltimore. From 
the beginning of his ministry as a preacher and 
a representative of the Church and patron of 
every good cause he filled many prominent po- 
sitions, laboring faithfully and fruitfully. For 
many years he served the cause of education as 
a trustee on the Boards of Emory and Wesleyan 
Colleges. For more than forty-four years he 
was a useful and honored member of the Board 
of Trustees of Emory College. Lie was the last 
of the old and illustrious panel of Wesleyan 
Female College, and vas an active, faithful, 
and self-sacrificing member for forty-five years. 
He was a warm supporter of religious education, 
and did as much for the success of Wesleyan 
Female College as any other man. Jn his man- 
ly strength and influence he rocked the cradle 
of this institution in its infancy, and with joy 
lived to see it crowned with wealth by the hand 
1 of Christian liberality. In 1866, when the 
Church had the grave problem of the ecclesias- 
tical'relations of the colored people to be solved, 
Dr. Evans was the chairman of the committee 
to which this important matter was referred. 
The committee reported a plan of separate or- 
ganization, and in 1870 and 1874 he was con- 
tinued chairman of this committee. He was 
also of the committee in 1S78 for the revision 
of the Discipline. As a Christian man and 
minister he was a bright and shining light — a 
living epistle of Christ — pure and blameless in 
life. Viewed from every side of his character, 
and in all the relations of life, and tried by the 
highest practical standard of Christian charac- 
ter and life, he compared favorably with the 
good and holy men of his time and with those 
who graced the history of the Church before 
him. At different times he was much concerned 
on the subject of his own personal sanctification, 
and finally, in 1S82, he made profession of this 
“blessed state,” as he termed it, saying: “Is 
not this the land of Beulah? I am still be- 
coming more mature, and learning by experi- 
ence the difference between purity and matu- 
rity.” Our beloved brother died suddenly on 
the 18th of May, 1886, at Thomson, Ga., at the 
house of Brother G. M. Curtis. On Saturday, 
May 15, he left his home in Macon for his 
quarterly meeting in Thomson Circuit, intend- 
ing to assist Rev. J. T. Lowe in a protracted 
meeting.

William B. Arnold, son of Rev. M. W. 
Arnold, of this Conference, was born October 
3, 1860; was licensed to preach and admitted 
on trial in the Conference in 1883; was junior 
preacher on Hancock Circuit in 1884-5; and 
was married to Miss Carrie E. Williamson, of 
Florida, in August, 1885. At the Newnan 
Conference, last year, he was admitted into full 
connection and ordained deacon by Bishop Wil- 
son, and appointed to Spring Place Circuit, in 
Murray County, where he died Sunday, July 
25, in full assurance of hope of life eternal. He 
came of a religious line of ancestry — his father 
a traveling preacher, and his grandfather, Rev. 
William Arnold, a presiding elder in the early 
days of Georgia Methodism, have made the 
family name familiar to our Minutes, showing 
a record of ministerial service of eighty years, 
beginning with 1 806. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that the unfeigned faith that dwelt first in 
his grandfather, and in his father, Avas also 
found in him. When only six years of age he 
was converted at his home in Covington. It 
was not in a season of revival; no protracted 
meeting was in progress; but the leaven was 
Avorking in his heart, and as a truthful, consci- 
entious, Christian child he gave satisfactory 
proof of discipleship. While yet a child he felt 
called to preach, and he led his studies all that 
Avay. His life Avas consecrated to his work, and 
in it lie found a Avorthy help in his Christian 
Avife. With good ability as a preacher, and a 
heart for duty, the promise of usefulness was 
full of encouragement. But a disease like con- 
sumption arrested this brave young soldier of 
the cross just as he had joined in the battle, 
and made him quit the field. The promising 
ministry was brought to a close, for God called 
him up on high. A short time before he died 
he said to his wife: “ I Avish to live for a thou- 
sand reasons, all of which are good, and all held 
subordinate to the glory of God, for to him I 
have consecrated my all ; but whether I live, or 
whether I die, I know it will all be right.” 
That Sabbath-day which was his last he said: 
“ There is an appointment to-day at one of my 
churches that I wish filled; but, for myself, I 
have another appointment, and I am going up, 
up.” These were his last Avords on earth, just 
as he was joining the Church triumphant.

Isaiah L. Hopkins was born of Quaker par- 
ents in the city of Baltimore, Md., April 17 



1831. But he, falling in among the Methodists, 
caught their spirit and fire, and became one of 
them while yet a boy. He went first to Texas, 
and when the mining excitement broke out in 
California he came with the crowd in 1852. 
Soon after bis arrival, be began work as a min- 
er. But God had better and nobler work for 
him to do. An impression deep and perma- 
nent came upon him that he must preach the 
gospel, and at last he yielded to the conviction, 
and applied for license to preach in Tuolumne 



joined — * 

work was as junior preacher under that mighty 
man of God, the Rev. J. T. Cox. His connec- 
tion with this great revivalist was of incalcula- 
ble value to him. He learned much in the art 
of winning souls, in which he himself was ever 
afterward successful. We have had few, if any, 
preachers among us who were so successful in 
this department of ministerial work, h or the 
twenty and five years more than seven hundred 
souls were converted under his hand, while the 
material interests of the Church were built up 
wherever he labored. His first year was spent 
on the Bodigo and Sonoma Circuit. His sec- 
ond was in the mines on the El Dorado Cir- 
cuit; then Nassa and Sonoma. In all these ap- 
pointments he was successful. W bile on the 
El Dorado Circuit the proprietor of a saloon 
and dance-house was converted, and the build- 
ing in which he did business was converted into 
a church. When the work in Oregon began, 
Brother Hopkins was sent to that field, and sta- 
tioned at Portland; the next year in Salem; 
then in Eugene City* On July S, 1862, he was 
happily married to Miss Mary Duncan, who 
shared all his toils and privations, and with 
gentle, loving hand steadied his tottering steps 
as he approached the passage ot the Jordan. 
While on the Eugene Citv work he was changed 
to Kirbyville Circuit. Here his health began 
to fail him, and he was under the necessity of 
seeking a milder climate. He returned to Cal- 
ifornia, and was stationed in Colusa. From Co- 
lusa he went to Gilroy. On this circuit he built 
a church. His next appointment was at Visa- 
lia, where he endured many hardships, and 
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where he was in labors abundant. His next 
•charge was the Santa Clara Circuit, where he 
built two churches — one at Bay View and one 
at Mountain View — both of which stand to-day 
as a memento of his energy and love to the 
Church. San Jose was his next appointment, 
where he remained for three years, building 
the handsome house in which we hold these 
memorial services. He went from San Jose to 
Sacramento City, and then back to Mountain 
View. At a camp-meeting held by him this 
year more than a hundred souls were convert- 
ed. From Mountain View he was sent to Fres- 
no. Here, as he did at Mountain View the 
year before, he built a parsonage, and here his 
health gave way; and the noble, aggressive 
warrior felt his hand relaxing its grasp upon 
his tried and trusty sword. His voice fell in 
feeble accents as he gave the shout to the 
charge, and with a sad heart he turned back 
and tarried in the camp while the battle went 
on. Bravely he fought against the inevitable 
and rallied all his powers, meeting us in our an- 
nual gatherings only to be told he must now 
suffer the Master’s will. His last appointment 
was Gilroy. He was not what might be called 
a great preacher by the world, and yet in the 
eyes of his Master he was, for he preached the 
word, and that word in his hand was quick and 
powerful, and the fields over which he fought 
showed how effectual were the blows struck for 
that Master. He was greatly beloved by the 
people wherever he went, and the mention of 
his name is precious ointment poured forth. 
He spent the last years of his life in the vicin- 
ity of Gilroy, in which town he died. The 
Rev. J. C. Pendergrast, who \vas his pastor at the 
time of his death, says: “He suffered for three 
years and more from paralysis. The doctor 
who attended Brother Hopkins says the imme- 
diate cause of his death was the bursting of a 
blood-vessel in the head, which produced apo- 
plexy and caused death. He had been more 
cheerful for a week than usual, and was able to 
take a buggy-ride occasionally, and to walk 
around. He attended church two weeks before 
the end, and told me afterward that he enjoyed 
the services ever so much. He always seemed 
pleased when I called on him, and was fond of 
talking of the Church and her successes. He 
often said he wanted the will of God done in his 
case. If the Lord so willed it, he was ready to 
go at any time. The night before his death, 
the young man stopping with him was told to 
go home and rest; his wife and family would 
attend him. When the hour for retiring came, 
he with the help of his boy knelt down upon 
his trembling, emaciated knees, and prayed. 
As his son helped him into bed he said, ‘I 
want all my children to be good. It will be 
very sad if any of our family fail to get to heav- 
en.’ He lay and talked a long while of his 
affairs, and calmly, quietly, as if he knew his 
end was near. He slept well the first part of 
the night, but just about four o’clock in the 
morning he said to his wife, ‘Something is go- 
ing to happen: I am going to die.’ These were 
his last words. He lay in an unconscious state 



until about noon, when he quietly fell asleep in 
Jesus, and his spirit peacefully entered the 
home of saints in the land of the hereafter. 
Thus our beloved brother lived and died.”

William M. Bellamy was born in Scott 
County, V irginia, August 8, 1847. Of his early 
life we have no knowledge. He was converted, 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in the autumn of 1863. He was licensed 
to exhort November 20, 18G9. His license to 
preach bears date August 23, 1873. Impressed 
with the thought that he must enter the pas- 
toral work, he sought to fit himself for that 
high vocation by attending Hiwassee College. 
His college-life was blameless. His influence 
among his fellow-students was excellent. In 
the prayer-meetings, and in the revival that 
blessed the college during his stay there, he 
was an active and efficient worker. He was re- 
ceived on trial into the Holston Conference, 
October, 1878, and appointed to Sneedville Cir- 
cuit, where he labored two years. October 24, 
1880, he was ordained deacon by Bishop Mc- 
Tyeire, and appointed to Rye Cove Circuit, 
where he also spent two years. He was next 
employed for two years on Bristol Circuit. In 
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October, 1884, he was ordained elder by Bishop 
Keener, and appointed to Powell’s V alley Cir- 
cuit, where he closed his life. In the latter 
part of July, 1886, his family was afflicted with 
fever. His wife was so ill for weeks that he 
scarcely left her bedside. At last, when he 
was enfeebled by long watching, disease iast- 
ened upon him, and he gradually sunk until 
death came, on the morning of September 12, 
1886. Brother Bellamy was an earnest, effi- 
cient preacher. His heart was in his work. 
Snow and rain did not keep him irom his ap- 
pointments. Often in weariness and pain he 
held up the standard when others were faint 
from fatigue. The last year of his life was the 
richest revival season he perhaps ever enjoyed. 
Nearly two hundred conversions followed his 
labors*. His Christian experience was rich. 
He had faith in God, and from that faith he 
had peace. While on his bed of death he ex- 
perienced the fulfillment of the promises of 
God. On Saturday, the lltli, he was informed 
that his end was probably near. He promptly 
responded, “Thank God, I am ready!” He 
then made arrangements as to his earthly busi- 
ness. His mind then fixed itself upon eternal 
things. Camp-meeting was in progress at 
Jonesville Camp-ground, three miles lrom his 
residence, and on Monday of the meeting he 
had expected to take part in a memorial serv- 
ice. Thinking of this, he said, “ I shall meet 
Brother Havely in heaven before his funeral 
sermon is preached.” Through the day (Sat- 
urday) he was, in his own words, “sailing on a 
sea of glory.” On through the night he con- 
tinued to rejoice, and before the light of the 
Sabbath came he entered the Sabbath ot heaven. 
Brother Bellamy’s memory will be cherished 
by hundreds whom he led to Christ, and his 
flock, among whpm he died, will not soon for- 
get his faithful labors. It was a sore bereave- 
ment to his charge, and the tear-dimmed eyes 
and broken voices around his coffin told how 
strong was the hold he had upon the affections 
of his people.

George Shaeffer, son of George and Sa- 
rah Sliaefler, was born in Lancaster, Pa., De- 
cember 12, 1806. His parents removed to Mo- 
bile, Ala., in his early life, and thence in his 
sixteenth year to Columbus, Miss., where he 
was converted November 4, 1831, and joined 
the Methodist Church. He was received on 
trial in the Alabama Conference in January, 
1837, and into full connection at Montgomery, 
January 6, 1839, and ordained deacon by Bish- 
op Morris. In 1841 he was ordained elder at 
Selma by Bishop Andrew. He died at his home 
in Columbus, Miss., January 23, 1886. These 
dates and facts outline a life of no ordinary 
character — not an eventful life in the ordinary 
view of things, it is true, but one remarkable 
for the impression it made and the results it 
produced. George Shaeffer was too modest and 
shrinking in his disposition to have created a 
sensation in the world ; but being a man of good 
common sense, sound judgment, a close student 
of books, nature, and men, and a man of the 
strongest faitli and the most unreserved conse- 
cration, he always produced an impression for 
good which led tc the general verdict, “He is 
the best man I ever saw.” His conversion was 



sound, clear, thorough, anu satisfactory. His 
call to the ministry was equally as distinct and 
satisfactory. He abandoned a lucrative busi- 
ness, entered upon the work of a traveling 
Methodist preacher, and to this work he un- 
conditionally surrendered himself. Few men, 
if any, ever came nearer doing all the work of 
a Methodist preacher, or did it better. Every 
department of the work was closely looked 
after, well and faithfully done. Although his 
family never moved from Columbus, it was not 
because he sought the best appointments in that 
vicinity, but because he never “ wore out,” and 
the people were always glad to have him. He 
never had any thing to say about his own ap- 
pointments, but committed the whole matter 
unconditionally to the Lord. He used to say: 
“All my appointments are good ones; if they 
are not good when I receive them, I make them 
good before I leave them.” He was a good 
preacher in the best sense of that word. Per- 
fectly orthodox in his belief of our doctrines, 
he studied to good purpose our standard writers; 
but he literally “searched” the Scriptures. He 
was Wesleyan in his treatment of his subject, 
always making out what he took in hand. His 
sermons were clear and sound expositions of 
the word of God, presented in an earnest and 
straightforward manner, and always to good ef- 
fect. He was not an orator; neither did he 
seem to work his hearers up to a high pitch of 
excitement; but the results were generally as- 
tonishing. You were surprised at the number 
of penitents going forward, and at the number 
of conversions following. Your faith had not 
taken in such results, but his had. The same 
was true as to permanent results. He had more 
conversions and additions to the Church, and 
carried up more young men for the ministry, 
and had better collections, than most preachers. 
But especially at home, not only in his imme- 
diate family, but in the community generally, 
was his influence most salutary. All his chil- 
dren became consecrated and active Christians, 
and two of his sons followed him into the itin- 
erant ministry. Before the war, one of our 
preachers remarked that he believed Columbus 
would backslide if Brother Shaeffer should die. 
In that goodly town, and among its best citi- 
zens, his godly walk and conversation have left 
a deep and abiding impress. It was an event 
in that town’s history when in the early part 
of last year it was announced that “through 
feebleness Brother Shaeffer is compelled to give 
up his class” — a class he had led for thirty 
years. There was an easy solution of this good 
man’s life and success. Paul furnishes it in 
Galatians ii. 20: “I am crucified with Christ; 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth 
in me; and the life which I now live in the 
flesh I live by faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me and gave himself for me.” In Janu- 
ary, 1862, Brother Shaefler’s health suddenly 
gave way. For several years after this he la- 
bored at times as his health permitted; but at 
last, for years before his death, he had to aban- 
don all thought of preaching. But he had 
shown that he was willing to work for the Mas-

ter, and now he was to show that he was will- 
ing to suffer as well. And right nobly did he 
do this. He showed that it was as much a duty 
to suffer patiently as to work faithfully, and 
that the grace of God is as sufficient for the one 
as the other. His afflictions extended through 
twenty-four long years, and were at times of 
the most excruciating character to himself and 
distressing to his family, but faith always caused 
him to triumph. For days and even weeks 
the members of his family watched with the 
tenderest solicitude for the approach of death, 
while his own pure spirit waited, “impatient 
to be gone.” At times that sick-room seemed 
almost the antechamber of heaven. But at last, 
when the messenger did come, without a strug- 
gle, and seemingly without pain, he reclined 
his head on Jesus’ breast, and yielded up his 
spirit to the God who gave it; while with ten- 
der, loving hands his body was laid away to 
rest and to “await the resurrection of the just.” 

William P. Barton, son of George and Su- 
sannah Barton, was born in Warren County, 
Kentucky, February 25, 1822; and died at his 
home near Memphis, Tenn., July 27, 1886. 
He was educated at Delaney Academy, a Pres- 
byterian school. In the year 1847 or 1848 he 
came to Mississippi in the freshness of his man- 
hood to seek his fortune in this great common- 
wealth. He first engaged in teaching a school 
in Warren County, Mississippi, while he pur- 
sued the study of the law. During a meeting 
held at Asbury Church, in the fall of 1849, he 
was converted, and joined the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South. He was licensed to preach 
in Vicksburg, Miss., in 1851, by John Lane, 
presiding elder, and was admitted the same fall 
on trial into the Mississippi Conference, and at 
once took a high place amongst its members, 
being stationed at Clinton, La., for the years 
1852-3. At the end of two years he was ad- 
mitted into the Conference, and ordained dea- 
con by Bishop Capers. For the years 1854-5 
he was stationed at Woodville, and at the end 
of that time was ordained elder by Bishop Kav- 
anaugh. Thenceforward his appointments were 
consecutively as follows: Yazoo City Station, 
1856-7; Vicksburg, 1858-9; Greenville, 1860; 
the next four years, presiding elder of Green- 
ville District; 1864-5, Black Hawk Circuit; 
1866, Lexington; 1867, Honey Island Mission; 
1868, Lexington Mission; 1869-70, presiding 
elder of Yazoo District, Mississippi Conference, 
1871-2, Yazoo District, North Mississippi Con- 
ference; 1873-4, Black Hawk Circuit; 1875, 
Kosciusko High School; 1876, Sardis Station; 
1877, Austin and Friar’s Point; 1878, presid- 
ing elder of Greenville District; 1879-82, pre- 
siding elder of Sardis District; 1883-4, presid- 
ing elder of Holly Springs District; 1885, Fri- 
ar’s Point and Austin; 1886, Clarksdale, in 
whose service he laid down the armor of his 
militant life to take the crown of immortal glo- 
ry. Late in June of this year, Brother Barton, 
not feeling well, went from his work to his 
home, seven miles east of Memphis. The in- 
sidious disease crept slowly along for some 
time, keeping the patient under its power, but 



not developing into definite form. All that 
medical skill and the ministry of loving hearts 
and hands could do was done. At the end of 
three weeks the malady showed a fatal charac- 
ter, and in a few more days brought its work to 
an end. The noble man; the true, ripe Chris- 
tian ; the able and faithful preacher and shep- 
herd; the warm, abiding friend; the model, de- 
voted husband; the exemplary, affectionate fa- 
ther; the brother beloved of our own Confer- 
ence, passed quietly and peacefully to the 
house not made with hands, there to await our 
coming and our triumphant greetings. Broth- 
er Barton was laid away in Elmwood Ceme- 
tery, Memphis, Tenn. The ceremonies of bu- 
rial were conducted by the Rev. D. D. Moore, 
of the Memphis Conference. A goodly num- 
ber of neighbors and friends bore his body to 
its last resting-place. He answers no more 
to the roll-call of the itinerant Methodist 
preacher; no more does his manly, graceful 
form move amongst us, or his benignant face 
and familiar voice encourage us to the toil and 
the triumph of our Master’s work, but the savor 
of that life and the beautiful excellence of that 
example will remain embalmed in our memo- 
ries until we shall walk with him the streets of 
the New Jerusalem. 

John F. Markham, son of George and Ann 
Markham, was born in Amelia County, Virgin- 
ia, May 8, 1821, where he received a liberal ed- 
ucation in the common schools of the country, 
and at Farmville he was converted in 1837. 
He was licensed to preach in Panola County, 
Mississippi, in 1856; was admitted into the 
Memphis Conference, at Holly Springs, in the 
autumn of that year. He was ordained deacon 
at Trenton, Tenn., in 1859, by Bishop Andrew, 
and elder by Bishop Paine, in Aberdeen, Miss., 
in 1863. He filled the following appointments: 
Coffeeville Circuit, 1858; Charleston, 1859; Fri- 
ar’s Point, 1860; Beulah, 1861-2; Charleston, 
1863; Calhoun, 1864; Grenada, 1865; Friar’s 
Point, 1866-8; Grenada Circuit, 1869-70; Pon- 
totoc, 1871; Okolona Station, 1872-3; Friar’s 
Point, 1874; Pontotoc, 1875; presiding elder 
of Greenville District, 1876; luka Station, 
1877-8; Winona and Carrollton, 1879; Okolo- 
na, 1880; Grenada Circuit, 1881; Sunday- 
school Secretary, 1882; Grenada Circuit, 1883- 
4 — the first year as junior preacher, and the sec- 
ond as supernumerary; superannuated, 1886. 
Early in 1881. he was happily married to Miss 
Maggie Barnes, of Grenada, a woman every 
way qualified to render him whatever of com- 
fort, counsel, or help, his condition might re- 
quire. She watched tenderly to the last — the 
autumn of 1886. Brother Markham was so re- 
tiring, so modest and humble, that these graces 
prevented him from being known except to those 
who were constantly associated with him, or 
had more than ordinary opportunity of know- 
ing him. As a friend, no one could be dearer, 
for none possessed a truer heart. He loved in- 
tensely, and his love was abiding. As a Chris- 
tian, purity seemed to be his aim in all things. 
He clearly comprehended the remedial scheme, 
and embraced it to the uttermost. As a conse- 
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quence, he carried with him from day to day 
the sweet consciousness of his Master’ s approv- 
al. Unswerving integrity, holiness of heart 
and life adorned and beautified his intercourse 
among men. As a preacher he was clear, inci- 
sive, and strong. His analytical mind pene- 
trated deeply the subjects he discussed, and on 
some topics, as prayer and faith, he had perhaps 
few equals, and no superior, in the Church. 
He went to the pulpit with the burden of souls 
upon his heart, and his troubled spirit could be 
seen in his pale and anxious face. But he 
came away from that sacred place, like Moses 
from the mountain, with the divine radiance 
upon him. He estimated the office and work 
of the ministry as one who heard his Master’s 
footfalls behind him, and as one who lelt that 
he must give account of his stewardship. He 
wrote little; made only short notes of his sub- 
ject, but he thought it through and through; 
and then by prayer he sought to stereotype it 
upon his own heart and mind, and thus leave 
its impress upon his hearers. In body Broth- 
er Markham was never robust, yet his delicate 
frame could undergo a great amount of fa- 
tiguing labor until within a few r years of his 
death. With the same gentleness, and loving 
trust in Him whose gospel he had preached so 
well, our brother sunk to rest at Grenada, Miss.

John W. Talley was born near Greens- 
boro, Ga., December 6, 1800. Like most of our 
useful men, he wa.s the son of devotedly relig- 
ious parents. He prepared himself for a com- 
mercial career, and early had flattering pros- 
pects of success in his chosen line. At the al- 
tars of Liberty Camp-meeting, in Greene Coun- 
ty, after a sermon by the venerable Dr. L. 
Piei’ce, and with his sainted mother praying 
near him, he was converted June 20, 1820. He 
immediately united with the Church, and in the 
midst of prevailing indifference and irreligion 
among the young people of his day was de- 
cidedly pious. The period in which he lived 
seemed to be peculiarly beset with trials for 
the man called of God to preach. Turning 
aside, however, from worldly suggestions, he 
was received into the South Carolina Conference 
January, 1828. From that time to December, 
1871, he was on the effective roll of the Con- 
ference — a faithful, successful, Methodist preach- 
er. The history of Methodism in Georgia and 
the conception of the faithful preacher’s work 
will duly vitalize the following list of appoint- 
ments which he served: 1828, Union Circuit, 
embracing Rutherford County, N. C., and 
Spartanburg and Union Districts, South Caro- 
lina; 1829, Lincolnton Circuit, North Caroli- 
na; 1830, Pensacola, Florida; 1831, Tallahas- 
see, Florida; 1832, Houston County, Georgia; 
1833-4, Florida District; 1836, Macon, during 
which year the great revival occurred which 
placed Methodism in the front of the denomi- 
nations of that city, and eventuated in the Wes- 
leyan Female College; 1836-9, Savannah Dis- 
trict; 1840, Oxford and Covington ; 1841-4, Ma- 
con District; 1845-6, Madison Circuit; 1847-8, 
La Grange Station; 1849-50, Troup Circuit; 
1851-2, Newnan Circuit; 1853, Troup Cir- 
cuit; 1854-7, Athens District; 1858-9, Oxford; 
1860, Cassville Circuit; 1861, Perry Circuit; 



1862, chaplain in the Confederate States Hos- 
pital at Richmond, Va.; 1863-5, Hancock Cir- 
cuit; 1866-7, Greensboro Circuit; 1868-9, 
Groverville Circuit; 1870-1, Quitman Station. 

In December, 1871, he was superannuated, and 
retained that relation to the day of his death. 
This record shows forty-three years of active 
service — fourteen years on districts, seven on 
stations, twenty-one on circuits, and one as 
Confederate States chaplain. For nearly fifteen 
years he was a superannuate. Brother Talley 
was married in 1836 to Miss Rosetta Ralston, 
who shared with him his itinerant labors, and 
was spared to comfort him in his latter days. 
Since 1878 Brother Talley has resided in Texas 
with his daughters, Mrs. A. E. Morse and Mrs. 
Dr. Gulick. At Dr. Gulick’s, in Corsicana, 
Texas, he died on February 27, 1886. John 
W. Talley belonged to a preaching family. Sev- 
eral of his brothers were devoted to this holy 
work. Rev. Nicholas Talley, of the South Car- 
olina Conference, was a contemporary of Dr. 
Lovick Pierce, and after a long and distin- 
guished service he died a few years ago, highly 
honored. Rev. Alexander Talley, another 
brother, died earlier in ministerial years. Be- 
sides these there were other near kindred of 
the name in the work to which our father in 
God devoted a long life. John W. Talley was 
never regarded as either brilliant or profound 
in the pulpit. He was not a man of liberal edu- 
cation and culture. He was a plain, earnest 
man, devout and fervent in his public services — 
a Methodist preacher of the olden style. He 
was firm in his convictions, and bold and fear- 
less in their utterance. In his prime he was a 
very effective preacher — one wielding large in- 
fluence over an assembly. Brother Talley un- 
derstood the need of preaching with the Holy 
Ghost, and his exercises in the pulpit gave ex- 
emplification to the presence and power of the 
Spirit. Our brother was very robust in person, 
of medium height, rotund form, and full mus- 
cle, weight about one hundred and eighty 
pounds. He suffered much the last few years 
of his life, but never murmured ; it was always, 

“ Thy will, not mine, be done.” His faith never 
wavered or faltered, but was bright, clear, and 
beautiful to the last. His death was glorious. 
His mind was perfectly clear — no doubts or 
fears — all bright ahead — his one theme the love 
and goodness of our heavenly Father. He 
seemed to live his life over again during these 
last days, and in the wanderings of his sleep 
was exercising the functions of the ministry. 
It is notable that prayer formed the greater 
part of these deliriums. The private petition, 
the devotions of the family altar, and the prayer 
of the public worship followed each other. His 
mind went out to his fellow-laborers. He 
prayed for the China Mission. His heart often 
turned to the members of the South Georgia 
Conference. He sent messages to absent friends, 
and to the members of this Conference he said, 
“ O tell the brethren of the South Georgia Con- 
ference I have them and their work on my 
heart 1” He knew when his end was near, and 
as he became restless his lips moved. The 
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family caught the words, “ Patience, patience ! 
Come, Lord Jesus!” Then his voice gained 
strength, and he said, “ O that peace that pass- 
«th all understanding!” Then stronger still, 
“Jesus, I love thee, I love thee! ‘Praise the 
Lord, for he is good ; his mercy endureth for- 
ever! Praise the Lord, all ye nations and all 
the inhabitants of the earth!’ Halleluiah! 
halleluiah! peace! peace!” With his face 
turned to his faithful wife, her hand clasped in 
his, at 10:30 p.m., February 27, 1886, his spirit 
took its flight, and heard the welcome plaudit, 
“Well done” 

Robert M. Lockwood was born in Alex- 
andria, Va., April 14, 1818. His youth and early 
manhood were spent in that State, Maryland, 
and New York. Attaining an honorable suc- 
cess in secular business, he delayed not to enter 
on a religious life, and was active in all the 
work of the Church as well as endowed with 
the graces of the Spirit. The social means of 
grace were promoted by his presence, the mis- 
sionary enterprises of the Church were cor- 
dially sustained with his sympathy and means, 
but the Sunday-school was the chief field of his 
early usefulness. For thirty years he was a 
Sunday-school superintendent. The love of 
the brethren of Baltimore, and the devotion of 
the older members of Sands Street Church in 
Brooklyn, attest the high appreciation in which 
the labors of this period of his life were re- 
garded. Some years before he came South — we 
are not informed how many — he was licensed to 
preach, and had charge of a Church in South 
Orange, N§w Jersey. In 1870 he came South 
in charge of a lucrative business. He immedi- 
ately united himself with the Church, and 
served as superintendent of the Wesley Sun- 
day-school in Savannah, Ga. Feeling a yearn- 
ing desire to more fully devote his days to the 
service of God, he applied and was admitted 
on trial into the South Georgia Conference in 
December, 1871. He served jwith zeal and 
fidelity the following charges in this Confer- 
ence: Hawkinsville Station, East Macon and 
Jones’s Chapel, Darien, Bainbridge, Sanders- 
ville, Eastman, and Hamilton Circuits. For 
several years he acted as Sunday-school Sec- 
retary of this Conference. To this office he 
gave his best efforts. Hundreds of the grow- 
ing generation with their pastors and parents 
will hold in grateful memory his fervor, his in- 
telligence, his untiring fidelity in this office, 
filled with peculiar difficulties, but grand pos- 
sibilities. Brother Lockwood was a useful 
member of the Conference. His wide informa- 
tion, business experience, and practical wisdom 
made him a valuable member of any commit- 
tee. His systematic habits, his thorough ac- 
curacy, his expedition, qualified him for the of- 
fice of statistical secretary, which he filled to 
the satisfaction of the Conference for thirteen 
years. In 1884, when he had hardly entered 
on his work as pastor of Broad Street Church, 
Columbus, his health gave way, and for nearly 
three years he had been waiting the call of his 
blessed Master, which was final on November 



29, 1886. How shall we justly present an esti- 
mate of the character of this beloved brother? 
In the structural elements of manhood he was 
strong — able to endure the temptations of an 
evil world as well as the subtle trials of a flesh- 
ly nature. In the active elements of a work- 
ing life he was quick, enterprising, achieving 
success if he sometimes failed in popularity. 
In the finer elements of soul — often unappre- 
ciated by man — are found his noblest traits. 
Sometimes abrupt, he was never unkind. Al- 
ways generous, he never failed in magnanimity. 
In the home and in the hour when soul speaks 
to soul he revealed a purity of heart, a conse- 
cration in purpose, a devotion to the best, 
which made men feel that it was good to be 
near him. Brother Lockwood was very intel- 
ligent. He appreciated books and authors. His 
library was collected with great taste and pre- 
served with great care. Its contents were read 
with relish and an intelligent appreciation. 
His mind had also an absorbent turn, and his 
large experience of men and travel made his 
society both profitable and pleasing. No one 
would expect the development of much preach- 
ing power in one starting so late in life, but 
his sermons were always edifying, well arranged, 
and pleasantly illustrated. His piety was the 
main feature of his character that gave him 
hold on us. This was characterized by evident 
sincerity, self-sacrificing devotion, a love of 
Bible-reading and religious conversation, a deep 
peace of soul, a strong faith in the one Chris- 
tianity. His last days were mingled with physic- 
al suffering and spiritual triumph. His mind was 
clear to the last. To Brother McGehee — when 
he could not speak above a whisper — he inti- 
mated that all was peace in his soul. After he 
had lost the power of speech his loving pastor 
approached him and asked him if all was peace, 
to signify it by raising his hand. With empha- 
sis he raised the full length of his arm. In a 
few minutes his pure spirit had fled. It had 
gone to meet that increasing Conference as- 
sembled on the other shore. We miss him, we 
weep for him. He is at rest, and we will soon 
see him again in that land “ where congrega- 
tions ne’er break up and Sabbaths have no end.”

SoiiOMON S. Yarbrough was born in Sep- 
tember, 1813. When eight years old he joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. He was li- 
censed to preach May 3, 1834. He was a mem- 
ber of the Church a little more than sixtv-four 
years, and a minister about fifty-one and one- 
half years. He was ordained elder by Bishop 
James O. Andrew at Nashville, Tenn., October 
13, 1839. He joined the Tennessee Conference 
in 1836. He served as pastor, among others, 
the following charges: Nashville Circuit, Nash- 



ville Station, Sparta Station, Shelbyville Sta- 
tion, Winchester and Fayetteville Circuits. He 
was married to Miss Mattie Hines, October 1, 
1846, after which he traveled in Tennessee one 
more year, serving the Duck River Circuit. 
After this he traveled six years in South Ala- 
bama. He was transferred to the Texas Con- 
ference in 1853; he was on Waxahachie Cir- 
cuit. He was one year on the Huntsville Dis- 
trict, then on the Caldwell, Blooming Grove, 
Weatherford, and Cedar Hill Circuits. With 
these his itinerant labors closed. Pie then qui- 
etly settled down at home, near Waxahachie, 
where he remained until life’s battle ended in 
glorious immortality just as the departing shad- 
ows of the year 1885 were receding behind the 
screen of the past. After appropriate funeral 
services at the Waxahachie Methodist Church, 
his body was consigned to the narrow confines 
of the charnal-liouse, January 1, 1886. Broth- 
er Yarbrough was an earnest and successful 
preacher and pastor in his palmy days; a man 
of power, a revivalist of the true type. His 
strength consisted not in mental culture, for his 
literary attainments were limited, but in the en- 
dowments of nature. While no effort was made 
at homiletical regulation or hermeneutical ex- 
position, there was such a striking naturalness 
in his style, and such an earnestness in the de- 
livery of the practical truths of the gospel, as 
to captivate the auditor and rivet conviction 
upon the guilty. If not rhetorical he was flu- 
ent. With these gifts, sanctified by grace, he 
efficiently swayed the sword of truth. Hun- 
dreds were converted under his ministry. He 
exhibited the virtues of a true and faithful hus- 
band and father. The pulsations of a warm 
heart brought him into the closest relations of 
friendship with his friends. Owing to personal 
affliction he sustained a supernumerary rela- 
tion to this Conference several years prior to 
his death. But few knew the extent of his suf- 
ferings. He often endured excruciating pain. 
His last illness was protracted and painful, but 
he bore it with becoming fortitude. Some days 
previous to his death clouds of doubt obscured 
his moral firmament; but while his pastor was 
offering up a fervent prayer in his behalf, two 
or three days before the final end, our benefi- 
cent Father brushed away the film of doubt and 
sent a thrill of joy to the heart of his dying 
servant that found expression in halleluiahs to 
God. When he had come to the brink of the 
death-flood he was cheered by the happy thought 
of a glorious reunion with loved ones, and said, 
“ I am going to see my mother.” In a moment 
more the messenger came. Addressing his last 
words to his companion, his spirit departed to 
the realms of bliss. We may say he rests well 
since life’s fitful fever is o’er.

James Mahoney was born in Sumter Coun- 
ty, S. C., August 12, 1812. His parentage was 
of good stock, and it may be said of him that 
from his youth he knew the Scriptures. He 
professed religion at the age of sixteen years, 
and began from that hour a consecrated service 
to his Lord, which only ended on earth with 
his long and useful life. He was licensed to 
exhort. when quite a young man, and after a 
few years of excellent service as an exhorter 
he was licensed to preach, and made full proof 
of his ministry as a local preacher as the Lord 
gave him time and opportunity. For eleven 
years he was proof-reader and local editor of 
the Southern Christian Advocate. In 1853 he 
moved to Wilmington, N. C., where he lived 
twelve years, during which time he gave full 
proof of his ministry as a local preacher and 
supply. Thence he moved, in 1865, to Greene 
County, N. C., where he proved himself most 
useful to all the Churches within reach of his 
home. He was a model local preacher, and 
was never idle, but always diligent in the Mas- 
ter’s vineyard. In 1869, feeling that God had 
called him to a larger field of usefulness and 
labor, he joined the North Carolina Confer- 
ence at New Berne, N. C. He was from that 
Conference appointed to Williamston Circuit, 
where he remained during 1870-1. In 1872 
he traveled Stanley Circuit; 1873, Clinton Cir- 
cuit; 1874, Cokesbury Circuit; 1875-6, Carteret 
Circuit; 1877-8, Columbia Circuit; 1879, Mt. 
Olive Circuit; 1880-1, Neuse Circuit; 1882- 
3, Guilford Circuit; 1884, Bath Circuit; 1885, 
Nashville Circuit. On many of these charges 
his labors were marked by the conversion of 
hundreds of souls to God. Through his in- 
strumentality the Lord did a wonderful work 
on the Columbia Circuit. Largely through his 
influence a powerful temperance reformation 
sw r ept all over that section. Besides, he added 
more than two hundred and fifty persons to the 
Church on that circuit. On the Williamston, 
Clinton, Cokesbury, Carteret, Mt. Olive, Neuse, 
Guilford, Bath, and Nashville Circuits there 
was left the impress of his character and holy 
life; and all who came in contact with him 
felt the influence of his fervent prayers and 
spiritual ministry; and many who saw his 
boldness for Christ marveled and took knowl- 
edge of him that he had been with Jesus, and 
seeing the many who were healed standing 
with him, no man could say any thing against 
him. James Mahoney was a man of prayer 
and a man of faith. He had a firm trust in 
Divine Providence, and believed his steps were 
ordered by the Lord. He was thoroughly con- 
secrated to the itinerant ministry; and when 
it w r as suggested at the last Conference that on 
account of his age he had better take a super- 
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animated relation, he protested, saying, “ No, let 
me liave another appointment; I want to die 
with all the harness on.” Bishop Keener ap- 
pointed him to Pamlico Circuit. He lelt that 
the work was heavy for one of his age, and 
seemed to be impressed that it would be his 
last. But he did not murmur or complain. 
His great desire was to visit all of his children 
before he went to his work. After seeing those 
in North Carolina, lie started to Florida, where 
he had two sons and one daughter. On liis 
Avay he stopped in Goldsboro to spend the Sab- 
bath with some dear friends. He attended 
Churcli in the morning and prayed a fervent 
prayer at the close of the pastor’s sermon.. It 
was* his last in the house of God. That night 
he was taken with a malignant type of erysipe- 
las in his left hand. The following Thurs- 
day God took him. His work was done, and 
God gathered his aged servant home to him- 
self. The world may not write down this vet- 
eran of the cross as one of its great ones, but 
God and the Church give him praise, for they 
knew his value and sterling worth. If he 
never received any flattering appointments 
among his brethren, nor held any offices of 
power, nor accumulated fame nor fortune, yet 
he did the work well which God gave him to 
do, and he was beloved by all who knew him, 
and had the Father’s seal upon him as a chosen 
vessel. His dying words were shouts of triumph 
and victory. The brave soldier has laid down 
his armor of earthly warfare and battles, and 
gone up to join the innumerable company of 
angels, and the “general assembly of the 
Church of the first-born which are written in 
heaven.” God bless his widow and children, 
and may they meet him there! God grant us 
grace to finish our work with joy and to triumph 
as he triumphed. 



W. H. Watkins was born in Richmond 
■County, N. C., June 25, 1848, and died at his 
home in Albemarle, N. C., April 27, 188(5, 
aged thirty-eight years, ten months, and two 
flays, lie professed religion and joined the 
M! E. Church, South, under the ministry of 
Rev. Joseph Wheeler, November 15, 1868. He 
began to preach the gospel in the year 1873, 
and was junior preacher that year under Rev. 
M. V. Sherrill, then pastor of Wadesboro Cir- 
cuit. In December, 1873, at our Conference 
which convened at Goldsboro, he was admitted 
on trial. His first circuit was Stanly, which he 
traveled in 1874; in 1875—6, Columbia Circuit; 
in 1877-8, Mt. Olive Circuit; in 1879-80, Will- 
iamston Circuit; in 1881—2, Halifax Circuit. 
In 1883 he was stationed at Plymouth, and 
while there his health gave way in August. 
He rested about two months, and then resumed 
partial labors again, until the close of the year. 
In 1884 he was sent to Roanoke Circuit. His 
health gave way again on the first Sabbath in 
June. He remained in charge, however, until 
the close of the year, but employed Rev. W. 
W. Rose to do the preaching; but Brother Wat- 
kins went with him to nearly all the appoint- 
ments, superintending the work, making short 



talks occasionally, praying and instructing pen- 
itents, and visiting among the people. In the 
fall of 1884, during the session of the Conference 
at Wilmington, he was superannuated, and soon 
thereafter lie went to Albemarle, where he re- 
mained until the day of his death. In the year 
1875, on February 4, while he was in charge of 
the Columbia Circuit, he was happily married 
to Miss G. P. Hearn, of Albemarle, with whom 
he lived as a dutiful and affectionate husband, 
and whom he loved so ardently, and who so 
cheerfully helped him on all his fields of labor. 
As a Christian, Brother /Watkins was a model. 
No one can lay aught to his charge. He made 
both saint and sinner feel while in his presence 
that he was a man of God. During his entire 
sickness his conversation was of a spiritual nat- 
ure. Brother W atkins was a good and very suc- 
cessful preacher. His sermons were sound, log- 
ical, and impressive. He was a fine pastor and 
an untiring worker in the vineyard of the Mas- 
ter. He was very successful on all his fields of 
labor in bringing souls to Christ, and in build- 
ing and repairing churches and parsonages lie 
had but few equals. He was beloved by the 
people he served, and many were the messages 
of love and sympathy he received from them 
during his illness. The gospel lie preached to 
others sustained and comforted him all through 
his afflictions. He spoke as calmly of his ap- 
proaching end as one going to sleep. He did 
not fear but welcomed death. lie often quot- 
ed Paul: “For me to live is Christ, but to die 
is gain.” His deatli was peaceful and easy. 
On* a bright and lovely spring morn he died 
without a struggle. While the rays of the 
morning sun were falling in golden tints upon 
the green foliage of the trees and upon the green 
o-rass and beautiful flowers, and when the birds 
were praising the Creator of the universe in 
chirp and song, he breathed his last.

William Meek McFerrin, one of the old- 
est members of the Memphis Conference, after 
a long life of usefulness, has entered into the 
rest that remaineth for the people of God. He 
departed in peace and in full confidence in 
Christ, leaving an emphatic assurance to his 
friends that his way was clear, and that he was 
anxious to depart and be with Christ. His 
earthly sufferings ended Wednesday night, Sep- 
tember 29, 1886, about 11 o’clock. Brother 
McFerrin was the second son of the Rev. James 
McFerrin, and was born in Rutherford County, 
Tennessee, March 11, 1809. He professed re- 
ligion when very young, on the 20th of August, 
1820, and joined the Church som'e four weeks 
after his conversion, declining to join at the 
time his brother JohnB. and others joined, lest 
it might be said that he joined because they did. 
He preferred to join on his own responsibility, 
which was very remarkable for one of his years. 
When about the age of twenty he felt moved 
by the Holy Ghost to preach ; nor was he dis- 
obedient to the heavenly calling. He ofiered 
himself for the work, and was received on trial 
into the Tennessee Conference of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church in 1828, and was appointed 
to Richland Circuit with Gilbert D. Taylor. 
His second circuit was Limestone, with Wilson 
L. McAlister. His third was Winchester, then 
Franklin, Columbia Station, Franklin, Gallatin, 
Cairo, Somerville Circuit inWest Tennessee for 
two years, Somerville African Mission, in which 
he continued for many years. In the meantime 
he had settled inWest Tennessee, and was here 
when the Memphis Conference was organized 
in 1840, and here he remained an honored and 
useful member until his death. Brother McFer- 
rin filled many important appointments besides 
those noted above, and always with accept- 
ability. He filled circuits, districts, and mis- 
sions, never seeking for promotion, and content 
to take his place in the rank and file of the 
ministry. He was twice a member of the Gen- 
eral Conference — at Petersburg in 1846, and St. 
Louis in 1850. He was friendly, and in turn 
enjoyed the friendship, love, and respect of a 
large circle. He had a kind word for all. He 
was several times happily married, and reared 
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a large family, most of whom preceded him 
to the home of the good. He was diligent in 
business, and managed his temporal interests 
well. He was large and liberal in his contribu- 
tions to benevolent purposes. No interests of 
the Church were neglected by him. A few of 
his sermons just before his death were regarded 
by his friends as among the best of his life. Covington Station.

Harvey F. Johnson, son of John and Eliz- 
abeth Johnson, was born in Buncombe County, 
North Carolina, January 7, 1831; and died in 
Brookhaven, Miss., August 4, 1886, in the fif- 
ty-sixth year of his age. Brother Johnson was 
a descendant of a long line of ancestry of the 
early Methodist type. His father was from 
early life, in the days of Asbury, a prominent 
member of our beloved Church in the old North 
State. Dr. Johnson was liberally educated. 
While quite a youth he entered Emory and 
Henry College, in Virginia, then in the very 
noontide of glory of this honored institution. 
Owing to close application in his ellbrts to com- 
plete the course of Master of Arts, his eyes 
failed him, and for months he was confined to 
a darkened room. Notwithstanding he lacked 
three months of completing the course of study, 
so high was the esteem in which he was held 
that at the early age of eighteen he received his 
certificate and the honorary degree of Master of 
Arts from his Alma Mater. His knowledge of 
the classics was so great that for years he used 
the Greek Testament almost entirely. Few 
are more patient and persistent in the search 
for knowledge than was he. He delighted es- 
pecially in the study of the sciences, whence 
was disclosed to him so much of the wisdom 
and power of God. The degree of Doctor of 
Divinity was conferred on him by Centenary 
College, La., in July, 18/8. As his profession 
in life lie chose the law, to which he applied 
himself with his accustomed zeal. In 1849 he 
joined a company of friends with the purpose of 
visiting the gold-fields of California. He was 
dissuaded from this intention by the entreaties 
of a loving mother, and decided* to try his fort- 
une in his adopted State, ( Mississippi.) At the 
age of nineteen he was licensed to practice law 
at Raleigh, Miss., by Judge Wiley P. Harris, 
and at once took position as a young man of 
genuine worth and talent. October 7, 1851, he 
was married to Miss Margaret E. Bates, of Al- 
abama, whom, with a large family of children, 
he leaves to mourn her loss. Who can tell 
the depths of sorrow in that home where he 
ruled with so much tenderness and was so great- 
ly loved? At the age of twenty-three he was 
elected District Attorney, receiving a majority 
in every county in the district over three com- 
petitors. He so won the confidence and esteem 
of the people that at the end of tw T o years he 
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was elected to the Legislature of the State from 
Simpson County. Here he was further hon- 
ored by being appointed chairman of one of the 
most important committees in the House. In 
1857 he declined the position a second time, 
feeling it his duty to join the traveling minis- 
try. One who was associated with him at the 
bar says of him that “ he would have made a 
Wycliffe or a Wesley under favorable circum- 
stances. In the very heyday of youth and tri- 
umph he forsook all to follow Christ. He knew 
the life of a Methodist preacher and accepted 
it.” He sought first the kingdom of God, and 
trusted him for all things else. How perfectly 
do we find the fulfillment of the promise to 
him! On the 13th day of August, 1855, at one 
o’clock, while on his knees in the woods, he 
was happily converted to God. Then and 
there he gave that promise unto God to preach 
his word which always seemed such a delight 
to him. He never doubted his conversion. On 
the same day, at three o’clock p.m., he and his 
wife joined the Church at a prayer-meeting in 
Westville, Miss. The family altar was erected 
that night, and the fire of God has burned there- 
on until the Master was pleased to take his 
servant home. In 1859 he was licensed to 
preach and recommended to the Annual Con- 
ference by the Quarterly Conference of the 
JBrookhaven Circuit, which was held at Monti- 
cello, John G. Jones, presiding elder. He was 
received on trial in the Mississippi Conference 
which met in Jackson on November 16th of 
the same year. His first charge was the Fay- 
ette Circuit, with W. B. Lewis as junior preach- 
er and Dr. B. M. Drake as presiding elder. 
From this time till the Conference of 1865, 
when he was appointed presiding elder of the 
Jackson District, he was employed on circuits 
and as chaplain in the Confederate Army. In 
1866 he was elected President of Madison Col- 
lege, at Sharon, Miss., and in April of 1867 was 
chosen President of Whitworth College. In 
this latter position, which he so honorably and 
successfully filled till removed by death, he 
evinced his wonderful organizing and adminis- 
trative powers. Assuming charge of Whitworth 
College when its patronage was small, its em- 
barrassments great, and its influence unfelt, by 
his untiring energy, his confidence in his abili- 
ty to succeed, and his great faith in God, Whit- 
worth soon took position as an institution of first 
rank, and at the end of nineteen years under his 
wise management it stands for thoroughness of 
culture second to none in all our land. What- 
ever shall be the fortunes of this noble institu- 
tion, so long as the massive walls of Margaret 
Hall and the Institute, his costly centenary of- 
fering, shall remain, they will tell of the mu- 
nificent and noble spirit of him who gave them 
as a token of love to the Church of his choice. 
So long as these shall remain those who have 
received instruction at his hands there will not 
be wanting with grateful hearts to speak his 
praises. Possessing those qualites which are so 
essential to a teacher, Dr. Johnson’s success as' 
an educator was phenomenal. The firmrles: of 
his discipline, and the patient spirit with which 



he strove to clear away the mists of the text- 
book and impart to his pupils all the learning 
he possessed, will never be forgotten by them. 
Nothing was more agreeable to his disposition 
than to instruct those who were under his tu- 
torage. As a preacher Dr. Johnson was clear, 
strong, and unmistakable, possessing that gen- 
uine eloquence which is manifest in sound words 
and an earnest spirit. His sermons, always log- 
ical and abounding in scriptural quotations, 
bore within them the desire to know nothing 
but Christ and him crucified. He was first 
elected to the General Conference in 1866, 
again in 1874,* and has been honored by his 
brethren as a delegate to represent them in 
that body at every returning session. He was 
frequently mentioned in connection with the 
office of Bishop. Before the bar, in the legis- 
lative halls, on the Conference floor, and in the 
social circle, Dr. Johnson was a leader. We 
who have met with him in our annual sessions 
cannot soon forget his wise counsel and unerr- 
ing judgment on points of law and discipline. 
While the State has lost a valued citizen, and 
the Church one of its brightest lights, none will 
miss him as shall we. Sound in doctrine, 
mighty in council, and true in faith, we trust- 
ed him implicitly. The high esteem in which 
he was held by all classes was manifested by 
the long train of mourners from every station 
who followed him to the grave. During the 
long weeks of a painful illness he bore his suf- 
ferings with Christian fortitude. Ilis faith in 
God was unshaken, and with the trusting spir- 
it of a child he rested in the promises of the 
Father. Buoyed up by a strong hope of recov- 
ery, it was hard for him to realize the serious 
character of his disease. Even to the last lie 
planned to live and work. But when informed 
that death was inevitable and near, lie replied 
with the spirit of a hero: “It is all right. 
Thank God, my way is clear!” Thus passed 
from us the pure spirit of our beloved brother 
to his eternal reward. Dr. Johnson is gone. 
No more shall we hear his familiar response to 
the call of the roll. His name is erased, but 
his memory lives. His work is done, and with 
saddened hearts we bow to the will of Him who> 
doeth all things well. :i Mark the perfect man 
and behold the upright, for the end of that man 
is peace.” 

Martin Anding Bell, son of Major J. R. 
Bell and Celeste A. Dunn, was born and reared 
in Yazoo County, Mississippi, his birthday be- 
ing September ' 28, 1858. He was converted 
and attached himself to the Methodist Church 
in 1875; was licensed to preach December 6, 
1879, Rev. W. L. C. Hunnicutt, presiding eld- 
er. He pursued his academic studies for sev- 
eral years at Centenary College, of Louisiana. 
While there he ranked among the most faith- 
ful and intellectual students, having been hon- 
ored by his fellows in being elected to address 
them on public occasions. Fie had regular ap- 
pointments to preach while at college, and 
maintained the character of an exemplary lo- 
cal preacher. In 1881 he was received on trial 
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in the Mississippi Conference, and was appoint- 
ed to Westville Circuit. In 1882-4, he served 
Silver Creek Circuit, and at the Conference in 
Meridian in December, 1885, he was appointed 
to Flora Circuit, from which he went up to re- 
ceive his reward. He was ordained deacon in 
Natchez, in December, 1883, by Bishop Kava- 
naugh, and elder at Meridian, in 1885, by Bish- 
op McTyeire. Brother Bell was possessed of 
more than ordinary sprightliness of mind, had 
acquired a good education, was of pleasing ad- 
dress and popular manners. He had every 
qualification necessary to achieve great useful- 
ness and distinction in the glorious mission to 
which he had devoted his life. The ways of 
Providence are inscrutable in calling off from 
the walls of Zion one who was so eminently qual- 
ified to sound the alarm of the coming sword 
and to secure so many seals to his ministry. 
But God sees not as man sees. His ways are 
just, his counsels wise. What he does we know 
not now, but we shall know hereafter. Broth- 
er Bell had many warm friends and admirers 
on his last circuit. One of his sermons excited 
so much interest and was so highly appreciat- 
ed that a request was made for its publication. 
He complied with the request, and it was pub- 
lished in the leading paper on his circuit. He 
was seized, soon after preaching on the Sabbath- 
day, by that dreaded disease, hematuria, and, 
in spite of all that skillful and faithful physi- 
cians, kind nurses, and sympathizing friends 
could do to stay its ravages, it speedily complet- 
ed its deadly work and bore away in its remorse- 
less grasp the promising young minister, the 
beloved son, and faithful young husband. He 
was calm and rational during his illness, and 
talked of approaching death without trepida- 
tion; said that he could trust that Saviour 
whom he had preached without a fear or a 
doubt. He said that he would be glad to live 
for the sweet and sacred ties that bound him to 
<?arth, and more especially to realize the fond 
ambition of his life to grow old and useful in 
the ministry, but that God’s will was his will. 
It was the writer’s privilege to pray bv his bed- 
side during his illness by his own request. It 
was good to be there to hear him express his 
confidence in prayer and his firm faith in 
Christ’s willingness and readiness to bless. We 
mourn with his aged parents that the brave, 
trusting heart, to which they had clung so fond- 
ly has ceased to beat, and that the opening ca- 
reer of usefulness, which gave them such com- 
fort, has been closed. We sympathize most 
deeply with the young wife, whose ardent hopes 
of aiding in the labors and sharing the rewards 
of the valiant soldier of the cross have thus 
been ruthlessly shattered. We are sad indeed 
that there will be no response when his name 
is called in Conference, and that he will never 
be assigned to another field of labor among us. 
But we rejoice that he has bequeathed to his 
loved ones the priceless legacy of a useful life 
and a triumphant death. He' died .at his post 
with the Christian’s armor on. There is no no- 
bler death to die. There is no sweeter solace 
for surviving friends. 



William Spillman died at Matthewsville, 
Miss., December 11, 1886, from injuries received 
by a fall down a flight of steps. He passed 
away in the eightv-first year of his age. But 
little is known of his early life. He practiced 
medicine in Columbus, Miss., for twenty -five 
years. He entered the Alabama Conference in 
1859, and was a traveling preacher over twen- 
ty-five years. He was quite old when he was 
placed on the superannuated list. Rev. George 
ShaefFer was the presiding elder that presented 
his recommendation for admittance into the 
Conference. The recommendation was not 
heartily supported by the presiding elder, for 
he feared that he could not make the man more 
useful in the traveling connection than he was 
at home as a physician. Dr. Spillman was per- 
haps more skilled as a theologian than attract- 
ive as a preacher. He seemed clearly to com- 
prehend those nice distinctions where there are 
slight differences in obscure points in theology. 
His inquiring mind sought information in va- 
rious fields. He paid much attention to bota- 
ny, was skilled in conchology, knew perhaps 
more about shells than any man in the State. 
Many of the fresh-water shells described in the 
publications of the Academy of Natural Sci- 
ence, Philadelphia, have Spilmoni as a part 
of their names, in honor of their discoverer, 
lie was a member of the Academy of Natural 
Science; and, after the death of Bishop Paine, 
one of the only two members left in this State. 
He was a geologist, and of course must needs 
know something of paleontology. One of the 
most wonderful things exhibited at the great 
Cotton Centennial and World’s Fair in New 
Orleans was the petrified bones of that great, 
whale-like monster, the Zeuglodon Cetorides. 
The animal must have been at least one hun- 
dred feet long. This skeleton was put there by 
Dr. Spillman. It was a recent discovery of his 
in this State. He had a strong, clear, unvary- 
ing faith in God; he saw nothing amid the 
rocks that tended to controvert the teachings of 
God’s Holy Word. He had that purity of heart 
that enabled him to see God everywhere; he 
traced his handwriting on the pebbly shore or 
shining strand; he saw the touch of his finger 
amid granite bowlders, as well as on the beau- 
teous flowers that decked the rugged mountain- 
sides. Our associations with him were inti- 
mate and pleasant. We have walked together 
up and down the muddy shores of the rivers 
and branches, seeking the remains of prehis- 
toric life. We have gone together, lamp in 
hand, down into the earth, and for hours moved 
through weird windings of the cave. But now 
he has gone to far brighter scenes; with in- 
creased powers he is in wider fields. He may 
now move up and down that pure river of wa- 
ter of life clear as crystal, proceeding out of the 
throne of God and the Lamb, and its banks 
teaming with everlasting life. He is in that 
city that needeth not the light of sun nor moon, 
for the glory of God doth lighten it, and the 
Lamb is the light thereof. Dr. Spillman Once 
led a picnic-party into a large, deep, dry cham- 
ber in a cave that he discovered and first ex- 
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plored. They were let down by a windlass 
through a sort of natural shaft for perhaps six- 
ty feet, to the entrance of the chamber, then 
ninety feet more from its ceiling to its floor. 
This chamber was near one hundred feet in cir- 
cumference. The stalactites from its ceiling were 
nearly transparent, looking like icicles of glass. 
The floor was covered with bright stalagmites. 
In the center was an elevated, table-like rock, 
some three feet high, four feet broad, and eight 
feet long. On this the snowy linen was spread 
and the repast laid. A box of candles was 
opened, and a hundred stalagmites served as 
candlesticks. The little party stood around 
the table, and Dr. Spillman said, “Sing, ‘Praise 
God, from whom all blessings flow,' ” and as the 
notes of Old Hundred reverberated from wall 
to wall, and floor to ceiling, and down the cor- 
ridors that entered into that blazing, buried 
crystal palace, his soul, he said, was never so 
stirred with song before, nor would it be again 
until he heard the new song that the hundred 
forty and four thousand that were redeemed 
from earth sung, and none others could learn; 
and the glittering splendors before his eyes 
were such as he never saw before, nor would he 
again until he should see the King on the 
throne of his glory, surrounded by the redeemed 
in white robes wearing their golden crowns. 
This, the most brilliant natural scene in his pas- 
sage through this dreary world, is as nothing 
compared to the splendors by which he is now 
surrounded. As he was ever faithful to his 
duty in the present life, he is now wearing the 
crown of glory in eternal life, enjoying the rich 
reward purchased by redeeming blood.

W. E. Collier was born in North Georgia 
in April, 1816 ; and died on October 9, 1886, in 
Fort Myers, Fla. He was converted in early 
life and joined the Methodist Church; grad- 
uated at Cokesburv College; was licensed to 
preach and joined the South Carolina Confer- 
ence at the age of twenty. After a few years 
he located in consequence of feeble health. He 
then moved to Georgia, studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar, and practiced for a few years. 
Subsequently he studied medicine, and for many 
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years was a successful practitioner. He was 
employed as army surgeon during the last In- 
dian war in Florida, and also during the Con- 
federate War. Brother Collier joined the Flor- 
ida Conference in 1859, and traveled three 
years; was re-admitted in 1865, and continued 
his connection with us until his death. He was 
married to Miss Sarah A. Homes, the daugh- 
ter of a faithful local preacher, with whom he 
lived about forty-six years. She shared with 
him the sorrows and joys of life in the true spir- 
it of wifely devotion. She preceded him to the 
grave and the glory world by only two months. 

They were blessed with eight children, five sons 
and three daughters. Four of these still live 
to cherish the memory and emulate the exam- 
ple of their consecrated parents. One of their 
sons, James S. Collier, is now an honored mem- 
ber of this Conference. Brother Collier, though 
a man of feeble and uncertain health, was re- 
markable for labors abundant and for enduring 
hardships for the Master’s kingdom. When on 
the Tampa District he was at times away from 
home for months, and had to reach his quarter- 
ly meetings by traveling on horseback through 
those low, wet prairies, where in some places it 
was more than a day’s ride between houses. 

While laboring on that district he became 
deeply interested in the salvation of the few 
Seminole Indians in South Florida. He repre- 
sented their condition and wants to the Bishop 
and Mission Board. They decided to make an 
appointment of a missionary to that field, and 
he volunteered and went alone far beyond 
the white settlements, and would spend weeks 
hunting them out among the cypress swamps 
and telling them as well as he could about Je- 
sus. His heart yearned for the conversion of 
these South Florida heathens as long as he 
lived. Brother Collier claimed the blessing of 
perfect love at Peace Creek Camp-ground some 
years before his death. On proper occasions he 
would confess this blessing, humbly yet clearly 
and with confidence. As death drew near his 
mind was sadly clouded and wandering on all 
subjects, but when Christian experience was re- 
ferred to he thought and spoke definitely and 
correctly to the last. The day before his death 
he said to his pastor, “Tell niy brethren of the 
Conference that the gospel they preach is all I 
have left in death, but that it is all sufficient.” 

Sterling Gardner was a native of Georgia, 
and was educated at the “ Labor School ” at 
Covington. He was piously reared, and at an ear- 
ly age embraced religion and joined the Meth- 
odist Church. Early called to the ministrv, he Mandarin Mission, 
spent between twenty and thirty years in effi- 
cient service for the Church. As a minister in 
doctrine he was clear and forcible. His faith was 
strong, and he preached expecting and realizing 
encouraging results. But for several years his 
friends observed an increasing eccentricity, 
which finally developed into insanity. Still, 
while in the asylum, he would preach clearly 
and forcibly. But the warfare is over, and he 
rests from the storms of life. “ Blessed are the

Hugh A. C. Walker, a holy man of God, 
after faithfully serving his own generation by 
the will of God for more than fifty years, fell 
sweetly on sleep at the residence of Major J. B. 
White, of Marion, South Carolina, on the 
22d of May, 1886, in the seventy-seventh year 
of his age and the fifty-sixth of his ministry as 
a traveling preacher in the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South. “Mark the perfect man, 
and behold the upright; for the end of that 
man is peace.” Brother W alker no doubt had 
his faults, for he was human ; but if lie had a 
fault, the writer, in an intimate acquaintance 
with him for more than half a century, failed 
to discover it. Brother Walker as a man was 
meek, gentle, patient, persevering, sincere, hon- 
est, and accurate in every thing. Calm, digni- 
fied, never confused, never in a hurry; but al- 
ways in time, always prompt and punctual in 
his dealings with his fellow-men ; and hence he 
ever had a good report of them that are with- 
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out. He had the confidence of all — high and 
low, rich and poor, white and colored. As a 
Christian Brother Walker walked with God. 
From the hour of his conversion, which oc- 
curred early in life, he was wholly consecrated 
to God and his most holy service. Through- 
out life, even to the day of his death, his daily 
walk and conversation were ever in keeping 
with the teachings of God’s blessed word. In 
him the grace of humility was largely developed. 
He led a consistent Christian life devoted to 
God. He loved God supremely ; he loved his 
law, and he had great peace, fie did earnest- 
ly search the Scriptures. Would that all our 
young brethren could see with what care the 
margin of nearly every page in his Bible was 
marked with notes, comparisons, and comments! 
He was wise in the Scriptures. He loved his 
fellow -men. He had a warm heart like his 
beloved Master. His heart would embrace all 
mankind and bring them all to the inheritance 
of the saints in light. He was eminently social 
in his feelings and habits. One said of him, 

“ Brother Walker carries his heart in his hands;” 
and hence he drew all to him. He was great- 
ly beloved wherever he went. The little chil- 
dren loved “Uncle Walker.” All felt in his 
presence that he was a man of God. They took 
knowledge of him that he had been with Jesus. 
As a Methodist preacher, while liberal to all, he 
was a true Wesleyan. He loved the doctrines 
of his Church, her discipline, her institutions, 
her ordinances, her modesof worship, her hymns 
of praise, her catholic spirit, and perhaps no 
man amongst us understood more fully or ap- 
preciated more highly the genius of Methodism 
than he, and accordingly lie was looked up to 
and trusted. In matters of Church discipline 
lie had the confidence of all his brethren. His 
•opinions had great influence in the councils of 
the Church, both in the Annual and General 
Conferences. As a preacher Brother Walker, 
like young Timothy, from a child had known 
the Holy Scriptures, which were able to make 
him wise, and did make him wise unto salvation 
through faith which is in Christ Jesus, and by 
which he became, like Apollos, “ mighty in the 
Scriptures,” rightly dividing the word of truth, 
throwing light on every subject he undertook. 
He was a clear, sound, logical expounder of the 
Word of God; an intelligent, instructive preach- 
er of the glorious gospel of the blessed God. 
His manner in the pulpit was sometimes a lit- 
tle too slow for the popular taste, but he was al- 
ways interesting and edifying to the attentive 
listener. No doubt many redeemed souls who 
were brought to Christ through his ministry 
were waiting with rapturous joy at the pearly 
gates to greet him on that happy day of his 
transit from the toils and cares of earth to the 
joys and bliss of heaven, and to welcome him 
to his everlasting rest. As a member of the 
Conference Brother Walker was highly es- 
teemed, loved, and honored. He had in a pe- 
culiar degree the confidence of his brethren, 
serving them for many years as their represent- 
ative to the General Conference and on various 
boards of trust and responsibility. He was ad- 



mitted on trial in the South Carolina Confer- 
ence in Fayetteville, N. C., in January, 1831, 
and in all the relations of an itinerant Method- 
ist preacher for more than fifty years of effect- 
ive service — as a junior on a circuit, as preach- 
er in charge of station, mission, or district, or 
as agent for some Church enterprise — in every 
position he acquitted himself faithfully, accept- 
ably, and usefully. As a presiding elder he ex- 
celled. Brother Walker was born in Antrim 
County, near Belfast, Ireland, but came with his 
parents in early life to this country, and settled 
in South Carolina, where he spent nearly all of 
his long and useful life, like his divine Master, 
“going about doing good.” He never was ro- 
bust, but always made the best use of what he 
had. After more than fifty years of active and 
efficient service in the regular itinerant work, 
and now nearing his threescore and ten in age, 
his health and strength so far gave way that he 
felt himself reluctantly compelled to retire from 
the effective work and to ask for a superannu- 
ated relation. But still, though in feebleness 
of bod}', he continued to do what he could for 
the advancement of the cause he loved so well, 
for the old fire still burned within him as 
heretofore. He answered to his name at every 
roll-call at Conference except the last, when he 
had grown too feeble to attend, yet still filling 
his place in the house of God until the end 
came, and the Master graciously bid him lay 
down his well-worn armor and cease at once to 
work and live. He spent his last earthly Sab- 
bath in the sanctuary of God among his wor- 
shipers, and his last act there was to point a 
penitent at the altar to the Lamb of God as the 
Saviour of sinners. 

John Watts was born in Chesterfield Coun- 
ty, South Carolina, February 24, 1801. In his 
fourteenth year he joined the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. In 1819 he made a profession 
of religion, and at once began actively to en- 
gage in the work of Christianity. He filled 
the office of class-leader, steward, and exhorter 
until 1824, when he was licensed to preach; 
and in 1825 was admitted on trial in the South 
Carolina Conference. In January, 1827, he 
was received into full connection, which relation 
he sustained to the South Carolina Conference 
until the day of his death. At the time Broth- 
er Watts became identified with the Church of 
his choice there were hardships and trials to 
be encountered, but all the difficulties incident 
to an itinerant preacher’s life never swerved 
him from duty nor made him less true to the 
convictions of his mind and heart. For the 
sake of Christ he counted all these things as 
nothing, and with a sound body, a strong will, 
and a clear and logical mind, sustained and di- 
rected by faith in the Son of God, he devoted 
his long life to the one work. He consecrated 
his all to Christ, and though his lot was fre- 
quently hard, his way rough, and his work dif- 
ficult, yet he faced it all with confidence in 
God. Brother Watts w T as always cheerful. His 
trust in God made radiant his life, and even in 
old age he seemed to live for the future. He 
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delighted to associate with his brethren, and in- 
stead of musing sadly over the past, and talk- 
ing despondingly of the future, he would ex- 
press himself as satislied with the one and 
ready for the other. His view of self ever hum- 
ble, twice during his ministry he refused the 
responsible office of presiding elder, choosing 
to be little and unknown to the outside world. 
He often said humility was the first step in the 
Christian life and the last as we enter our heav- 
enly home. While he was thus retiring, he 
was positive and resolute. He was alike indif- 
ferent to either praise or blame. He was de- 
votedly pious, faithful, and true. In 1872 
Brother Watts was superannuated, and while he 
was at times able to preach, he was never again 
able to take an appointment. Little more than 
two years before his death he received a severe 
injury by a fall, from which he never recov- 
ered. At times he suffered much from this hurt, 
but to the last you could see his fortitude and 
the struggles of his indomitable will. When 
suffering from the infirmities of age, the sub- 
ject cf trust in God would arrest his attention, 
and his eyes would flash with joy. On the 
6th of last June, at his home in Greenville 
County, surrounded by his loving daughters, 
who watched over him in his last affliction, he 
breathed his last in peace. He was buried at 
Few’s Chapel on the following day, to sleep un- 
til he shall awake in the likeness of his Saviour, 
to be forever with the Lord. 

George Hendly Wells was born in Greene 
County, East Tennessee, December 7, 1834 ; and 
died at his home in Timmonsville, S. C., Feb- 
ruary 14, 1886. Brother Wells entered the 
South Carolina Conference in 1858, and served 
the Master faithfully on circuits, in the army, 
and on stations for twenty-five years. In 1883, 
having suffered from paralysis for several years, 
he was granted a superannuated relation, and 
on the 3d of October of that year he moved to 
Timmonsville to await the final move from the 
Church below to the Church above. Brother 
Wells was a preacher of more than ordinary 
ability. He could have filled acceptably and 
profitably any appointment in the South Car- 
olina Conference. He was an organizer in 
Church work, having organized at Timmons- 
ville the first Auxiliary of the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Society of the South Carolina Confer- 
ence on January 24, 1879. He had also the 
honor of being among the first to organize the 
Darlington County Sunday-school Convention, 
and was its first President. It is significant 
that his last official act was an address before 
the Quarterly Conference on Saturday, the day 
before his death, in the interest of the Sunday- 
school cause, thus making true his own state- 
ment some years previous: “I expect to go 
down battling for the children.” Like Barna- 
bas, Brother Wells was “a good man, full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith.” After the spe- 
cial meeting in Charleston, conducted by Dr. J. 
S. Inskip, he experienced the blessing of per- 
fect love, which doctrine he preached both in 
and out of the pulpit. In his diary of Februa- 



ry 6, 1886, he writes: “Abstinence day! how 
blessed its sweet rest in Jesus! The book in. 
which I am reading a chapter each day is a 
delightful one. The twelith chapter treats- 
about God. Is he every thing? 1 answer, 
‘Yes! yes!’ As 1 look back over my past life 
I see glimpses of h'is hand, and my faith in him 
makes me know that he doeth all things well. 

It was a wonder to many that 1 should be sent 
back to Timmonsville from Trinity, but 1 know 
now that what was a trial to me and my fami- 
ly was a blessing. Jesus corrected me and 
kept me humble by it until 1 realized in my 
heart conscious communion with him, and in a 
moment took out of me all the wickedness that 
was in me, and filled me with pure love to God 
and man. I have grown greatly since then,, 
and now I see the mistakes and errors of my 
former life, and wait to he yet enlightened' 
more fully in the knowledge and love of God. 
This book — ‘ Christian’s Secret of a Happy 
Life’ — has brought me nearer to the blessed 
Jesus each day. My own heart has told me 
that I ought to be entirely laid upon the altar, 
and now I am waiting to be entirely laid there. 
O Jesus, help me; I am thine. 1 am willing to 
speak for thee, to do for thee, and, if need be, 
to die for thee.” These quotations reveal to us 
the true spirit of this man of God. After lead- 
ing in prayer during the morning service, the 
day before his death, Brother Wells said: “I 
want to give my testimony: I am dead to sin, 
and alive unto Christ. I know 1 am his child, 
and if faithful to the end I am sure I shall have 
a home in heaven. The prayer-meeting last 
Thursday night was the happiest hour of my 
life.” He attended church again at night, 
and on returning home prepared for the ap- 
proaching Sabbath. Having retired to rest 
about 11 o’clock, he said to his wife, “ I cannot 
swallow,” and spoke no more. Paralysis had 
done its work. He had entered through the- 
gates into the city. 

Abner Ervin was born in Lenoir, N. C., 
November 14, 1828. Very early in life he was 
brought to Sumter County, South Carolina, 
where he was reared by his uncle. He received 
the educational advantages aflorded by the com- 
mon schools of the country at that period, and 
by diligence laid a good foundation, upon 
which he built well in his maturer years. Es- 
pecially was he diligent in the study of the glo- 
rious doctrines of Methodism, and he loved 
those doctrines with a deep and steady affection. 
Early in life, by the preaching and godly de- 
portment of Bishop Capers and others, he was 
religiously impressed, but it was not until the 
autumn of 1846 that he found peace by believ- 
ing on the Lord Jesus Christ. About this time 
he had become deeply convicted of his person- 
al need of salvation, and sought and found par- 
don and peace. His conversion was clear and 
satisfactory. He said to the writer just prior to- 
his death that he had never doubted his con- 
version at that time. Soon after his conversion 
he felt that he was called of God to the work of 
the ministry, and at once applied for license to< 
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preach. Thus at the age of eighteen years he 
laid himself upon the altar of the Church, and 
began his great life-work. In January, 1847, 
he was admitted on trial into the South Caro- 
lina Conference, and for thirty-nine years did 
t the work of a faithful minister of the Lord Je- 

sus Christ. From the mountains to the sea- 
board, through heat and cold, and in peril and 
suffering oftentimes, always and everywhere, 
when duty called he cheerfully responded. 
As a preacher all may be told in a few words. 
He was a good preacher. His sermons were 
plain and practical. He made not so much ef- 
fort to adorn with the figures of rhetoric as to 
present the plain truth plainly. He trusted in 
the power of the word to convict anil save. So 
it did, for he had many seals to his ministry. 
In December, 1883, he was made supernumer- 
ary; and in December, 1884, he was superannu- 
ated. Thus it will be seen that he was in the 
regular work for thirty-six years, supernumer- 
ary one year, and a superannuate two years. 
During the last two years of his life he resided 
at Black’s, S. C., where the writer was intimate- 
ly associated with him. He was a deeply pious 
man, fully committed to the work of an itiner- 
ant Methodist preacher. He felt a deep con- 
cern in whatever pertained to the interests of 
the Church. Ardent in his affections for his 
brethren of the ministry, and untiring in his 
zeal for the cause of the Master, only a short 
time before his death he assisted, as far as he 
was able, in a revival meeting in Union Coun- 
ty, which he greatly enjoyed. He preached his 
last sermon on August 8, 1886. After preach- 
ing on that day with great difficulty, on account 
of the irritated condition of his throat, he was 
prostrated to rise no more. For nearly three 
weeks he suffered greatly but patiently, and 
passed away in peace August 26, 1886. 

Charles Carroll Fishburne was born in 
Barnwell County, South Carolina, March 4, 
1845. He was the son of intelligent and pious 
parents. He was under serious impressions 
from his early boyhood, and joined the Meth- 
odist Church on probation when bill a lad, but 
was not received into the Church until after his 
conversion under the preaching of Rev. H. A. 
C. Walker in 1858. Soon after this he attend- 
ed the Conference school at Cokesbury, where 
he maintained the character of a consistent, 
working Christian. He bore himself well dur- 
ing the war, where he served as a private in 
the ranks. He was a good soldier, and, what 
is better, he was a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 
He was licensed to exhort in his nineteenth 
year, and to preach in 1863. From 1863 to 
1872, at which time he joined the South Caro- 
lina Conference, he was quite effective in the 
local ranks, and at different times served as a 
supply on circuits convenient to his plantation 
in Barnwell County. He did effective work on 
circuits from 1872 to 1885, closing his earthly 
labors on Santee Circuit in December, 1885. 
He was a faithful laborer in the vineyard of the 
Lord. He worked for immediate results, and 
it was his satisfaction to see the fruits of his 



consecrated labors. He was a good preacher 
after the Wesleyan type. His sermons fol- 
lowed our standards of doctrine, and abounded 
in the words and illustrations of the Scriptures. 
He prepared them closely, and frequently de- 
livered them with great liberty. His home life 
was beautiful. He leaves a widow and eight 
children, rich only in the legacy of his good 

name.

James W. Roger was born in Colleton 
County, South Carolina, August 10, 1852; and 
fell at his post as a missionary of the cross at 
San Paulo, Empire of Brazil, January 28, 1886. 
He was descended from a family who were 
among the first to connect themselves with the 
early Methodists of South Carolina. His pa- 
ternal grandfather, Rev. James Roger, was one 
of the members of the South Carolina Confer- 
ence in the first part of the present century. 
His own father was a local preacher in our 
Church. From childhood he exhibited those 
pure and lovely traits of character which after- 
ward so beautifully adorned his noble manhood. 
At eight years of age he read the New Testa- 
ment from the beginning to the end. At sixteen 
he conducted family worship in his widowed 
mother’s home, thus early commencing that 
active work in the Master’s vineyard which he 
never ceased until called to his reward. His 
conversion, which took place when he was a 
mere lad, manifested itself so clearly and fully 
in his character and general deportment that 
there was no room for doubt in regard to the 
depth and genuineness of the work. This bless- 
ed experience w’as realized under the ministry 
of the Rev. Andrew Green. He was received 
into full connection in the Church soon after his 
conversion, and was licensed to preach while a 
student at Wofford College. While at college 
he was a diligent student, improving every op- 
portunity of developing his mind and prepar- 
ing himself for the work to which God had 
called him. He graduated in the summer of 
1878, and in December of the same year was 
admitted on trial into the South Carolina Con- 
ference. In 1879-80 he was stationed at Eings- 
tree, S. C.. where he did faithful work. His en- 
tire being seemed to be enlisted in the work of 
the Lord. January 7, 1880, he was married to 
Miss Fannie S. Smith, a daughter of one of our 
most devoted and useful local preachers, in 
whom he obtained in every sense of the term 
a “helpmeet” indeed. After he had been ac- 
cepted by the Board of Missions for the For- 
eign work he was appointed to the Clarendon 
Circuit until arrangements could be made for 
his departure for Brazil. During the few 
months he spent on the Clarendon Circuit he 
concentrated all his energies of body and mind 
upon his work. Brother Roger was ordained 
deacon in 1880 and elder in 1881. March 26, 
1881, he bid farewell to friends and native land, 
and sailed for Brazil to engage in missionary 
work in that vast Empire. After he became 
“ our missionary to Brazil,” his field of labor be- 
ing so greatly enlarged, his work w r as brought 
more prominently before the Church and the 
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public, and in this way his exalted character 
and influence were brought to bear more exten- 
sively upon his fellow-men. That he was well 
qualified for the work to which he had been ap- 
pointed by the Church cannot be questioned. 

He was endowed with intellectual qualities of 
a high order. Among these we notice his quick 
apprehension, sound and discriminating judg- 
ment, retentive memory, and his capacity for 
acquiring knowledge of all kinds, and using* 
that knowledge wisely and well. But the qual- 
ities that peculiarly fitted him for the great 
work to which he was called were of a spiritual 
nature, and are worthy of more than a passing 
notice. Conspicuous among these were his 
deep humility and unaffected modesty, his 
sympathy and disinterested charity, his unwa- 
vering faith and unquenchable zeal. With 
such elevated traits of character as those we 
have just mentioned, he was evidently a “chos- 
en vessel,” prepared of God for the work where- 
unto he was called. As soon as he arrived in 
Brazil he began to work, as far as circumstanc- 
es permitted, with his usual energy and per- 
severance. While engaged in the study of the 
Portuguese language, which was necessary in or- 
der that he might be prepared to preach to the 
people in their native tongue, he devoted all 
the time he could spare from his studies to the 
work of building up the cause of Christ among 
the English-speaking people with whom he 
came in contact. As soon as he was able to 
speak the Portuguese language he began “to 
preach and teach J esus ” to all classes of the peo- 
ple, as far as time and opportunity permitted. 
In this work he met with many obstacles, and 
at times with bitter and determined opposition. 
The chains of popery have been so long around 
the people of Brazil that it is very difficult, and 
in some respects a dangerous work, to attempt 
to establish Protestant Christianity in that Em- 
pire. And yet our Koger, with the martyr 
spirit which characterized the first “ missiona- 
ries of the cross,” went fearlessly on in his 
great and good work of preaching the “ glorious 
gospel of the blessed God” to the inhabitants 
of this priest-ridden and benighted land. As 
evidence of his zeal and fidelity in his lite-work, 
we notice his appointment to the office of Su- 
perindent of the Brazil Mission. Though the 
responsibilities of this position were very great, 
and the work required most arduous, yet we find 
him constantly engaged in direct personal ef- 
fort to bring souls to Christ. He talked to the 
people wherever he met them, and also the 
Rdraish priests, about their individual salvation, 
and offered Christ as a present and all-sufficient 
Saviour to all who would listen to his appeals. 
He did not even pass by the miserable beggars 
who are found in the streets and highways of 
that country, but invited them to come to Je- 
sus that they might find rest to their souls. 
Thus, during all the years he lived in Brazil, 
was he in “ labors abundant,” “ in season, out 
of season,” letting no opportunity pass unim- 
proved, but consecrating all bis energies and 
talents to the work of leading men to Christ. 
His life was so pure and blameless, and his la- 



bors were so earnest and self-sacrificing, that 
he won the respect and confidence of the Ro- 
man Catholics, and even of the Jesuits, and aft- 
er his death there were many expressions of 
regret at his loss, and declarations were made 
which indicated that his character and work 
had made very deep and favorable religious im- 
pressions upon the people of that land. Doubt- 
less the “ bread he has cast upon the waters ” 
in that great Empire “ will be gathered after 
many days.” In his last illness his sufferings 
were so great that he did not speak much, but 
when he did it was always with a strong assur- 
ance of his implicit confidence in the great sac- 
rificial death of our kinsman Redeemer. '1 he 
disease which caused his death, and thus de- 
prived the Church of one of her most devoted 
an 1 useful ministers, was contracted by him in 
the discharge of his duties as Superintendent 
of the Brazil Mission. Truly he fell .at his 
post, fully equipped for the work in which he 
was so zealously engaged, yet ready for the 
summons when it came for him to exchange 
the toils of earth for the rest of heaven.

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months. Finding no benefit from the change, 
lie returned home, and died one week after his 
arrival, October 29, 1886. Brother Strother 
was a young man of far more than ordinary 
strength and clearness of mind. His percep- 
tions were quick and vigorous. He was a great 
reader, and took great pleasure in works upon 
abstruse and metaphysical questions. He wrote 
his sermons, and they showed a facile pen — 
beautiful in unity, strong in argument, direct, 
incisive. During the short period that he was 
permitted to exercise his ministry he enjoyed 
every evidence that the pleasure of the Lord 
prospered in his hands. Brother Strother’s 
character was marked by great simplicity and 
sincerity. He abhorred every thing that had 
the appearance of duplicity. His speech was 
pure, his spirit was independent — he dared 
think and speak for himself. While his last 
days were days of great suffering, he was won- 
derfully sustained and comforted by the pres- 
ence of the Saviour. He was delivered from 
all fears of death, and his faith in Christ never 
failed him. His faith gave him the victory 
over the last enemy. He died in the triumphs 
of the faith, and was abundantly admitted into 
the everlasting kingdom of God. 

Leonidas Rosser Greene was born in Staf- 
ford County, Virginia, on the 13th of Septem- 
ber, 1853. lie was of Methodist parentage. 
His father and mother, who survive him, 
brought him up “in the nurture and admoni- 
tion of the Lord.” From the cradle they in- 
stilled into his young heart a love for Method- 
ism, its doctrines and usages. At the early age 
of seventeen he was converted to God in an old 
church at Falmouth. Immediately upon con- 
necting himself with the Church he began to 
take part as a leader in the young men’s prayer- 
meeting, and through his influence much 
good was accomplished in the name of the 
Lord. In 1875 he was licensed to preach by 
the Quarterly Conference of Stafford Circuit, 
Rev. Nelson Head, D.D., presiding elder. De- 
siring to prepare himself more thoroughly for 
his life-work, he went to Randolph-Maeon Col- 
lege. As opportunity afforded, he endeavored 
to cultivate his gifts and graces. Impressed 
with the great obligation which rested upon 
him, he worked his way through every appar- 
ent difficulty, determining in the fear of God 
to make of himself “ a workman that needeth 
not be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” In 1876 he was recommended by the 
Quarterly Conference of Fredericksburg Station 
as a candidate for admission on trial into the 
traveling connection, and was appointed as jun- 
ior preacher on Hillsboro Circuit, with the Rev. 
L. R. Jones; but, owing to the pressing needs 
of the work, he was transferred by his presiding 
elder to Piedmont Circuit, with Rev. J. II. 
Dulany, preacher in charge. He soon dis- 
played a peculiar genius for preaching. With 
an eloquence that thrilled the hearers he pro- 
claimed “ the glorious gospel of the blessed 
God.” In 1877 he was sent to Warrenton Cir- 
cuit with that man of precious memory, the 



late Rev. James Higgins. In 1878 he was ap- 
pointed junior preacher on Rockville Oiicuii, 
with Rev. J. C. Dice, and in 1879 he was rc-ap- 
pointed with Rev. G. T. Tyler. On the 21st 
of April, 1880, he was most happily united in 
marriage with Miss Addie Stonestreet, daugh- 
ter of Dr. E. E. Stonestreet, of Rockville, Md. 
In 1880 he was sent as second married man to 
Loudoun Circuit, with Rev. L. H. Crenshaw. 
From 1881 to 1884 he was preacher in charge 
of Salem Station, which he served with marked 
success and ability. The people heard him 
gladly. Sinners were converted, believers were 
strengthened, and backsliders reclaimed. To- 
ward the close of his fourth year the church- 
building was neatly and thoroughly repaired. 
The name of Rev. L. R. Greene is deeply em- 
balmed in the hearts and memories of the peo- 
ple of Salem. At the close of his pastoral 
term the Conference convened in that station. 
The members of this body will no doubt re- 
member the minute attention Brother Greene 
gave to the many duties which devolved upon 
him, thereby unconsciously illustrating the close 
attention he paid to all the details that enter 
into the work of the Methodist pastorate, wheth- 
er on circuit or station. In 1885-6 he was ap- 
pointed to Roanoke, a new and growing city. 
This appointment proved to be a happy one to 
himself as well as the people he served. 
Crowds gathered to his Church and hung with 
spell-bound attention upon his burning lips. 
The word preached w^as fruitful unto the mul- 
tiplication of the Church. The second year of 
Brother Greene’s pastoral relation with that 
charge opened before him with an inviting field 
for work. The interest so manifest the previous 
year did not abate. “ The Sunday school was 
white unto the harvest.” A new church-build- 
ing was contemplated for the accommodation 
of the increasing congregation. But what prom- 
ised to be the approaching noon of a successful 
ministry proved to be the radiant glow of its 
setting sun. The subject of this memoir was 
somewhat above the average height, of manly 
figure and of easy and graceful movement. 
His features were delicately chiseled. He had 
a calm blue eye, which moved upon his audience 
with melting pathos. He had an open, cheer- 
ful countenance. In the social circle he was 
unassuming, affable, and attractive. As a stu- 
dent he was patient and diligent. Asa pastor 
he was kind and sympathetic. He had a re- 
markable iacility in distributing his influence 
through a Church. He knew how to touch cen- 
ters. W herever he went he drew the young of 
the Church around him. He possessed a strange 
reserve power, with which he both touched and 
won men in his daily contact with them. We 
would not do our departed brother justice with- 
out reference to his character as a preacher. 
He was an able minister of the New' Testament. 
He studiously avoided metaphysical abstrac- 
tions. He dealt with truth in the concrete. 
In doctrine he was clear and scriptural, in ar- 
gument direct and incisive, in illustration brill- 
iant and forcible, in description natural and 
vivid, in appeal pathetic and persuasive. In 
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style he commingled the beautiful and the sub- 
lime. He seemed to have the eye of a painter, 
the ear of a musician, and the soul and senti- 
ment of a poet. In voice, manner, and diction 
he was an orator. In his preparation for the 
pulpit he was conscientiously rigid. He was 
not willing to trust to natural gifts or the in- 
spiration of surroundings. He was only will- 
ing to go into the pulpit with a message upon 
which he had spent faithful work and prayer. 
Consequently his public ministrations were both 
uniform and versatile. Above all, he looked 
for the guidance and unction of the Holy 
Ghost, the true source of ministerial power. 
Brother Greene never expected to attain unto 
length of years. His premonitions were not 
without foundation. Early in the month of 
August he was much indisposed, but with a 
short interval of rest from work he apparently 
regained his strength. The latter part of Sep- 
tember he went, in company with several 
friends, to New York. Before lie reached home 
disease laid hold of him with an iron grasp. He 
went home to die. For a few days no fears of 
such a result were entertained. Soon, however, 
he became delirious, and finally unconscious, 
never rousing from this sad condition, which 
lasted for some weeks. For days life seemed 
to hang upon a thread. Human skill was baf- 
fled. On the 23d of November, 1886, after nine 
weeks of intense suffering, Brother Greene 
passed peacefully through the portals of death 
into “the city which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God.” We shall miss him, 
but “ our loss is his gain.” He leaves a widow 
and three children to mourn his departure.

EDITOR’S NOTE. 



In tabulating the statistics of the Church I have adopted a new arrangement. Formerly, one 
table presented all the items collected from the Minutes of the Annual Conferences. The figures 
did not represent all the subjects involved in the regular questions. The General Conference of 
1886 added three items of statistics, and a new form of tables became necessary. 

By the present arrangement we have four tables. The first presents the figures given in an- 
swer to Questions 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 9, 11, 13, 15, 16, 17, 18, and 19. Table No. 2 contains the record 
of Members and Baptisms; No. 3, the Sunday-schools and Church Property ; and No. 4, the Be- 
nevolent Contributions. I intended to add a fifth table for our educational statistics, but the 
answers to Question 30 have been so irregular and indefinite that I have found it almost impos- 
sible to prepare a satisfactory table. If I can succeed in drawing attention to the subject, I will 
prepare a form to be returned by the Statistical Secretaries of the Annual Conferences from the 
data furnished them by the several Boards of Education. Our reports in the General Confer- 
ence Journal have not fully represented the state of educational institutions under the care of 
the Church. 

It is much to be regretted that we have no reports upon the subject of ministerial support. 

If I could obtain the printed Minutes of each Annual Conference I would prepare this table, so 
important as an indication of the progress of liberality in the support of the ministry. ^ 

The reader will observe a disagreement between the footings of the column for the totals of 
itinerant ministers in Tables 1 and 2. Hitherto it has been our custom to reckon transferred 
preachers with the Conference from which they were transferred. As these were usually found in 
the list of appointments, they were counted again — thus increasing the number of traveling- 
preachers by as many as were transferred, less the number not recorded in the Minutes of the 
Conferences to which they were transferred. The reason for this custom ceases with the definite- 
arrangement which makes the issue of the Minutes coincide with the meetings of the Bishops in 
May. Only those transfers made from the Baltimore Conference will now pass the annual cen- 
sus. As the Baltimore closes the series of Conference sessions, the transfers from that body, in or- 
dinary cases, will not appear in the count, as their names are not carried over to the record of 
the Conference to which the transfers are made. Owing to this double count of the transfers last 
year, the number of traveling preachers was 79 too many; hence the apparent increase in Table- 
No. 2 is only 28, whilst by Table No. 1 it is actually 107. 

After exercising all the care in my power, a “ trial balance ” shows 33 preachers unaccounted 
for. Admission on trial and re-admission are the only sources of actual increase. These amount 
this year to 322. Discontinuances, locations, withdrawals, expulsions, and deaths are the sources, 
of decrease. These amount this year to 182. We ought, therefore, to show an increase of 140- 
preachers. Possible errors in counting the names, occasional omissions in the supernumerary 
and superannuated lists, failure to insert the names in the list of appointments, and preachers 
in transitu from one Conference and not reported in another, must furnish the causes of this dis- 
crepancy. It will be admitted, I think, that in a case where positive correctness is practically 
unattainable, the small number in this error account will be overlooked. We have nearly four 
thousand five hundred names to record, and there are no less than forty-four persons concerned 
in making the record. Absolute correctness in a case of this kind would be remarkable. 

1 have used every effort to make these tables reliable, and those who understand the difficul- 
ties in my way will not fail to appreciate my labors.

APPENDIX. 



ALABAMA CONFERENCE. 

The following memoirs were not received in time to be inserted in their proper place: 

Anthony S. Dickinson was born in North Carolina January 24, 1808; and died at his home 
in Bruudidge, Ala., June 27, 1886. Our best information is that he joined tiie Mississippi Con- 
ference, which then included the Territory of Alabama within its bounds. He was a charter 
member, and assisted in the formation of the Alabama Conference. He was superannuated in 
18/8. YVe will not endeavor to enumerate the places which were blessed by his faithful ministry. 
He served districts, circuits, and stations with marked faithfulness, ability, and usefulness. Our 
dear brother was a well-rounded, well-compacted man. Bishop Soule said on a certain occasion : 
. ^ ha y? no ambition to be a Methodist Bishop. If I accept that office, from that hour my wife 
is^a widow and my children fatherless.” How much Anthony Dickinson, during his fifty years 
oi active service, had occasion to appreciate and sympathize with the sentiment of his Bishon— 
the scant tare, the constant labor, and those long, long absences from home! But a time of rest 
was to be enjoyed. His brethren kindly voted his name from the active to the “retired list.” 
He was superannuated, permitted to stay at home, but he could not be idle. He did much manual 
labor, and ghidly embraced opportunities to preach the unsearchable riches of Christ. A prom- 
inent and leading member of this Conference said, a year ago: “ I hope I mav die before I reach 
that point —superannuation. Some who have reached that elevation have found it like the 
Mount ol Transfiguration a better point for observation than Moses enjoyed from the top of 
Nebo, that is over against Jericho. What is the Master saying? “There is no man that hath 
lett Jiouse, or brethren, or sisters, or father, or mother, or children, or lands for mv sake and the 
gospel s, but he shall receive a hundred-fold now in this time, with persecutions, and in the 
world to come eternal life. Brother Dickinson tested the promise, and of course found it true. 
Many, very many spiritual men, women, and children took the old man into their hearts, and 
loved hina dearly because of his love for Christ. He rested with the yoke upon him, and found 
it easy. He glorified his Master on earth until he was taken to be glorified with his Saviour in 
heaven. There was much calmness and .sweetness as the day went down. He said to his wife 
Bettie, the storm will soon be over, but all is well with me.” Let Wesley’s boast be ours until 
there shall be no more death — “Our people die well!” 



Joshua W. Jordan died in Greenville, Ala., October 11, 1886, in the seventy -second year of 
his age. J-his man, who has made us love him so well, had no special comeliness of person; in- 
deed, the fact was otherwise. What was not prepossessing in his outward man was sadlv aug- 
mented during the last months of his life by a cancer, which, without the constant attention of 
loving wile and daughter, would have been an utter distress to admiring friends, who visited and 
administered to him all the consolation possible under the circumstances. May we not linger 
awhile over the dust of this wonderful man? He, without help from fortune, and with little aid 
rom schools, was in many respects a great man. Plow-boy, comic actor, house-painter, Mexican 
soldier, sinner convinced of sin, sinner by faith in Christ born to God, eloquent minister of Christ, 
itinerant preacher, superannuated preacher, sick and suffering, almost as poor as Job at his poor- 
est, and verily quite as patient, tortured and bleeding under the surgeon’s knife without having 
learned the language of complaint. His hands are folded upon his breast, and to human seem- 
ing the body is dead* but revelation from God tells us that he is gone. to be glorified with Christ, 
hew words are needed to complete our picture. He was eccentric — an original, made after no 
mans pattern. Not faultless; the most partial affection could not name him so. But the good 
points in his character left us little time to think of faults. There was absolute grandeur in the 
way he would put impurity and sordid meanness out of his sight. No man we have ever known 
complied so perfectly with Paul’s exhortation to “abhor that which is evil.” There was more 
than lordliness m the munificence of his gifts to suffering saintliness. There was abundant gran- 
ite in ins composition — enough to form a breakwater for a league of storm-beaten shore. Yet 
we have seen him when he seemed to be as tender and full of pity as heavenly Mercy weeping 
over the weakness and sins of souls that know not God. But you are ready to assert that much 
ol this eulogy is born of partiality. Perhaps so. But this rugged man, this scarred and broken 
soldier ot Clirist,. carried sunshine and warmth and the odors of piety wherever lie went. If we 
are not much mistaken, the world needed Joshua W. Jordan. We shall not hear him or see 
lm any more until our names are read out from the roll of the great Conference above. 

1Q ?n ICHA J RD J * S r ENCER Holcombe was born near Demopolis, Marengo County, Ala., June 23, 
1849, and died at Jackson, La., July 18, 1886, having just completed his thirty-seventh year. 
He was the son of Rev. A. R. Holcombe, for many years professor, and at the time of his death 
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President, of Centenary Cdllege, at JacksOn, La. It was at this college that Brother Holcombe 
received, in great part, his scholastic training. His education was frequently interrupted by the 
alarms of war. He was of vigorous body and mind, and at the early age of fifteen took part in 
many of the stirring events of the war along the lower Mississippi. Though so young, he took 
up arms in defense of his country’s flag, and with the command to which he belonged, which 
was frequently called out, did gallant work to repel incursions of the enemy. From Jackson, 
La., he returned in 1866 to Mobile, where he continued his studies until some time in 1867, when 
he secured a school near Gainestown, Ala., where, though but eighteen years of age, he exhibited 
such administrative ability that he was offered a position in Barton Academy, Mobile. In that 
excellent institution he made fine character very rapidly by his devotion to duty and the manli- 
ness of his deportment. He joined Franklin Street Church April 13, 1869. In 1870 he returned 
to Centenary College, where lie taught for two years. He then returned to Alabama and took 
charge of a flourishing school at Isney, Choctaw County. During this time he had many spirit- 
ual conflicts. He constantly struggled against the conviction that he was called to the office and 
work of the ministry, and, as a consequence, his sky was often clouded and his mental anguish 
almost intolerable. ' He finally yielded to the divine call, was licensed to preach, and transfer- 
ring his membership to Demopolis, he was recommended by that Quarterly Conference, and in 
December, 1874, he was admitted on trial into the Alabama Conference and stationed at Living- 
ston. Subsequently he served the Eutaw Circuit and Summerfield Station, in connection with 
Centenary Male Institute. In 1879 he was elected President of the Greenville High School, 
and continued there for two years. During his last year here he experienced the greatest sorrow 
of his life — the loss of his lovely wife, who died leaving four helpless little children to his lov- 
ing care. The two following years he was stationed at Tuskegee. In 18S4-5 he was Superin- 
tendent of the American Bible Society for the District of Alabama and West Florida, and man- 
aged the affairs of that institution with such conspicuous ability that in the early part of this 
year he was put in charge of a larger district, composed of the States of Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana, with head-quarters at New Orleans. Entering his new field and in the midst of his plans 
and labors he was stricken with typhoid fever, from which he never recovered. Brother Hol- 
combe was twice married. In 1872 he was married to Miss Sallie F. Taylor, of Mobile. She 
having died in 1881, in 18S3 he was married to Miss Lake Alexander, of Tuskegee, Ala., whom 
he leaves to mourn for her blessed dead. Brother Holcombe was a man of strong, positive char- 
acter; an able disciplinarian in the school- room; a thorough teacher, despising shams and every 
thing that was not just and pure. He was an able and growing preacher— clear, methodical, or- 
thodox, evangelical, spiritual, unctuous; as a friend, discriminating and appreciative, and with 
the nerve to rebuke as well as the heart to forgive; in judgment, sound; in opinion, decided, 
with marked independence and individuality. Devout toward God, faithful in duty, true to his 
manhood, sincere in his loves, he laid all down in the strength of his days, with a good record 
behind and glorious possibilities before him. 

J. B. Hudgins was born in Cobb County, Georgia, February 8, 1846. He was married to Miss 
Eliza A. Stovall, of Stewart County, Georgia, November 22, 1868. In 1873 he joined the M. E. 
Church, South, in Lawrenceville, Henry County, Ala., and was converted under the ministry of 
Rev. Angus Dowling. He joined the Alabama Conference in 1882. At the session of the last 
Conference he was appointed to the Douglasville Circuit, Pensacola District. Early in January 
he entered on the work of his circuit. It was not long before his people began to appreciate him 
as a true man of God and a faithful preacher of the gospel. He grew in favor with them until 
the day of his death. The Douglasville Camp-meeting commenced September 10th. Although 
he was not well, he entered heartily into the religious exercises of the occasion. He was request- 
ed on Sunday afternoon to preach the next morning at 8 o’clock. On coming to the preachers’ 
tent, just before the hour of preaching, he remarked : “ I gained a great victory last night.” He 
prayed the most of the night before. His text was, “ Prepare to meet thy God.” How earnestly 
he exhorted his congregation to prepare to meet God! He spoke of his own confidence in God, 
and of his readiness to meet him. That night he was taken sick, and he died the next Saturday 
night just before 12 o’clock. Brother Hudgins had a very sweet disposition. Kindness was ex- 
pressed in every feature of his face. All who knew him loved him. According to the ability 
which God had given him he served his generation, did his work well, and, falling asleep, was 
gathered to his fathers. Just before he died he said. “ Heaven is begun.” His last words were, 
** Safe in the arms of Jesus.” His only child, a son, was licensed to preach the next Saturday 
after his death; and by request of the majority of the official members he was put on Douglas- 
ville Circuit to continue the work of his sainted father.
